CHAP. IL. 


Ot his Parencage and Birth, 


Ohn Þagitus,bozne in the Towne of Rhodes, being in the 
Pzoninceof V Veimer in Germany ; his Father d poozs 
Yuſbandinan, and not able well to bzinghim vp, yet ha 
uing an Ancle at VVittenberg, a rich man, and without 
iſſue, tooke this Faultus from bis father, and made him 
h e; inſomuch that his father was no moze troy: 

bled with him, to he remained with his vncle at V Victeuberg, where he 

was kept at the Uniaerſity in the ſame City to ſtady Dunnity: but 

Fauſtus being of a naughty mind, and otherwiſe addicted, applied not his 

fudies, but toke himſelfe to ather exerciſes; the which his uncle often 

times heacing, rebuked him foz it: as Eli oftentimes rebuked his 
childzen fo2 ſinning againff the Lozd :euenſo this good old man laboy- 
red ts haue Fauſtus apply bis ſtudy of Diuinitp, that hee might come fo 
the knowledge of Sod and his Lawesg : but it is manifeſt, that many 
bertucus parents haue wicked childzen, as Cain, Reuben, Abſalom, and 
ſuch like haue vcene to their parents. So this Fauſtus hauung godly pa- 
rents, who ſ&ing him ta be ot a toward wit, were very de drous to bʒing 

him vp in thoſe vertuous ftndies, namely of Dininity ; but hs gaue him · 

ſelfe ſecretly to ſtudy Pecromancy and Camurat ion, im omuch that few 

oꝛ none cauld percetne his pꝛofeſſion. | WG. 

But to the purpoſe: Fauſtus continned at ſindy in the Univerſity, and 
was by the Rectoꝛs and ſlxteene Saſters afterwards examined how hee 
had pꝛoũted in his ſtudies, and being found by them, that none foz his 
time were able to argne with hint in Otuintty, oz fog the exceilency of 
his wiſedome to compare with him, with one conſent they made him 


Doctoz of Diuinitp. But Doctoz Fauſtus within hat time after he had 
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obtained his degree. fell into ſuch fantaſtes and deepe cogitations, that he 
wag mockedof man, and of the moſt part of the students was cailes the 
Specularor: and ſometuncs he would thzow theScriptures from him, as 
though he bad no care of his fozmer pzofefſion : ſo that hec began a molt 
vngo dir lite, as hereafter moze at large map appeare;te; the old pꝛouerb 
ſaith, Whocan hold that will away? So, who can held i auſtus from the 
Dr till that ſer kes after him with all his endeuour? Foz he accompanied 
himſelſe with divers that were lane in thoſe detilliſh Arts, and ttat had 
the Chaldcan, Perſian, Hebrew, Arabian, and Greezc tengnes, bang 
Figures, Cha actcrs,Conturations, Jncaatations. with many other ce- 
remonies bslonging to thoſe infe rnall Arts, as Pecromancy. Charms, 
Satbſayings, Witchcraft, Enchantment, being delighted with their 
bo kes wozds and names ſo well, that he ſtudied dap ano night therein. 
trſomnch that he could not abide to be called Dato? of Diuinitp, but 
wared a wozldly man, and namedhimſelſe an Aſtrologian, ans a Pathe- 
matician, and ſa; a ſhadow ſemetimes a Phyſician, and dio great cures, 
namely, with Berbs, Kots, Waters, Dzinues, Receita, and Gliſters. 
And without doubt he was paſſing wiſe and excellent perfect in the haly 
Scriptures. But he that knoweth bis maſters will, and dothit not, is 
woꝛ thy to be veatcn withmany ſtripes. It is wzitten, Po man canſerve 
tuo Paſters: and, thou ſhaltnot tempt the Lozd thy God: bat F aultus 
fh:cw all this fa the wind, ans made hu Soule of no e ſtimat ian, regar ; 
ding moze bis wozidly pꝭeaſures. than the ioye s to tome, thetefoze at the 
Day ot᷑ Judge mcnt there is na hope of his Redemption. 


oP CHAP. II. 
tox D Aor Fu begad to practi ſe in his Devilliſh Art, and how hee 
coniured the Deuill, making him to appeare, and meet him en che mor- 
row at his qunc house. 


Du haue heard befoze, that all Favitus minde was ſet to ſtudy the 
Arts at Necremancy and Coninratton, the which exercile hee fol» 

- lowed day and night, and taking to him the wings of an Eagle, thought 
to flyt cuer the w-hele WWogin, and to know the ſecrets of Þeanen and 
Carth: foz is ſpeculation was ſo wonderfull, being er per t in bling his 
Voecabula, Figures, Characters, Coninration, and other ceremeoniall 
tt ions, that in all haſthe put in pzanice to baing the Di uill befoze him. 
And taking his way to a tticke Mod nere to VVicrenberg,calied in the 
Cerman tongne, Sp iſſer VV olt, that is in Engliſh the Sp if r. V Vood: 
(as Faultus would oftentimes boaſt of it amongſt his crus, being in fol» 
nit) hes came into tze ſame Mod towards evening into acrofſe — 
ö | where 
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where he made with a wand a Circle in the daft, and within that many 
mo2e Circles and Charas ers: and thus he paſt away the time, bnt1i!! 
it was nine oz tenne of the clocke in the night: then began Doc oz Fau- 
ſtus to call on Mephulto hiles the Spirit, and to charge him in the nams 
of Beclaebub to appeare there perſonally, without anp long (f.ip : then 
pzeſentlythe Deuill b:gan ſogreatarnmonr in the Md, as if Peaven 
and Earth would haue come together with wind, that Tres bowed their 
tops tothe ground: then kellthe Denuill to bleat ag if the whole Mad 
bad beene full of Lions, andſuovenly about the Circle ran the Deuill, 
as if a thouſand Maggons had beene running together on paned Cones. 
After this, at the fourc cazners of the Mod it thundzed hozriblp, with 
ſuch lightnings, as the whole Moꝛld to his ſæming hadbeene on fire. 
Fauſtus all this while halfe ama ʒed at the Demils ſo long tar trying, and 
doubting whether he ware beſt to abide any moze ſuch hozrible Comu⸗ 
rings, thonght to leane his Circle and depart ; wherenpon the Denill 
made him ſuch Puſtcke of all ſozts. as the Qymphs themleines had 
bene in place: wtereat Fauſtus was reuined, ans ſtood ſtautly in his 
Circle, expec ing his purpsſe, ans began agane to confure the Spirit 
Mephoitophiles iu the name ofthe P2ince of Deuils, to appeare in his 
likenelle: whereat, ſuddenly ouer his head hung houering in the apze 
amighty Dꝛagon: then calls Fauſtus againe after his deuilliſh manner, 
at which there was a monſtrous cry in the Mood, as if Yell had beene 
open, and all the tozmented Saules crying to God fs; mercy pze- 
(ently, not the fathom aboue his head, fell a flame, in manner of a 
lightning, and changed it ſelfe into a Globe; vet Fauſtus feared it not, 
but did perſwade himſelfe that the Deuill ſhoulo gine him hu tique it 
vefo2c he would leaue. Ol tentunes after to his Companions bee would 
beaſt, that he had the ſtouteſt head vnder the Cope ol Heaven at Com- 
mandement: whereat they anſwered, They knew no ſtouter than 
the Pope oꝛ Emperour: aut Ded oz F aultus ſapd, Che head, that is. my 
ſeruant,is abone all on earth; and repeated cet taine wozbs out of Saint 
Paul tothe Ephchans, to make his argument good: the Pꝛince of th's 
Moꝛld is bpon earth, and vader Yeanen. Mell, let vs come againe to 
bis conintatton, where we left him at his flery Globe. Fauſtus vered at 
dis Spirits ſo long tarrping, dſed his charmes, with ſull pur pole not to 
depart befoze he had his intent, ano crping on Mephoitophiles tze Spicit, 
ſuddenly tze Globe opened, and iyꝛung vy n height of a man: ſo burning 
a time, in the end it connerted to the ſhcpe of aflery man. Chis pleaſant 
beaſt ran about the circle a great while, andlaſtly appeared in the man: 
nerafaGzap Fryer, aſktng Fantus what was his re ue: Fauitus 
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commanded that the next moꝛning at twelne of the clocke hee Would ap- 
peare to him at his houſe: but the Deuill would in no wiſe grant: Fauttus 


vegan againe to comure him in the name of belzebub, that he ſhould fulfil 


ud 


bis requeſt; whereupon ths Spirit agtesd, and ſo thep departed each one 
his way, | 


CHAP.III 


The conference of Doctor F.mſis witli his Spirit A{-»b+ſtophiler, the mor- 
ning tollowing at his owne houſe. 


Odo; F auttus hating commanded the Spirit to be with him, at his 

houre appointed he came and appeared in his chamber, demanding 
of Fauitus what his deſire was + Then began Doc oz | auitus anch with 
him, to coniure him that he ſhonld be obedient vnto him, andts anſwer 
him certaine Articles, and to fulfill them in all points. 

1 That the Spirit ſhould ſeruc him, and be obedtent bnto him in all 
things that be aſked of him from that houre till the honre of his death. 

2 Further, any thing that be deſtredof him he ſhould bing him. 

Allo, that mall Fauſtus his demands and inter rogations, the Spirit 
ſhouid tell hun nothing but that which was true. 

Hertupana the Spirit anſwered, and lapd his caſe foꝛth, that he had no 
(nch power of himſelfe,vntil he had firſt giuen his ppꝛince (that was ruler 
ouer him) to vader ſtand thereol, and ta know if he could obtaine ſo much 
of his Loꝛd; therefozeſpeake further,that Jmay doe thy whole delire · to 
my Pꝛince, foꝛ it is not in my power to fulfill without his leaue. Shew 
me the cauſe whp, ſaid Fanitus. The Spirit anſwered, Vaultus thou ſhalt 
vnderſtand, that with vs it is euen as well a Kingdome, as with pou on 
earth; pea, we haue our Rulers and @ernants, as J iny ſelſe am one, 
and we have aur wholenumber the Legion: faz although that Luciter is 
thzuſt and fallen aut ol Beauen thzough his pzide and high mind, pet hee 


| / bathnotwithſtanoing a Legion of Deuilsat his commandement.that we 


call the Orientall P ʒinces:ſoʒ his power is great and infinite. Alſo there 
is a power in Meridie, in Septentrio, in Occidente: and fo; that Lucifer 
hath his u iagdome vnder Meauen, we muſt change and gine eur ſelues 
to men to ſerus them at their pleaſurs. At is alſo certains we have neuer 
as pet opened vnto any man the truth of our dwelling, neither ol our ru- 
ling, neither what our power is, neither haue we giuen any man any gift 
oz learned him an thing except he pꝛomiſe to be ours. | 

Dodtoz Fauſtus vpon this aroſe where he late, and ſaid, I will haue mp 


\ requeſt and vet J will not be danmed. The S pirit anſwered, Then ſbalt 


thon 
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thou want thy deu e. and pet thou art mine notwithſtending, it any man 
would octaine the, it is in vaine, foz thy infidelity hath confounded the . 
Pereupon( pake Fauſtus, Get thee hence fi cm me, and take aint Va- 
lentines farewell, and Crilman with thee, pet-J ccnwre the that thou be 
here at evening, and bethinke thy ſelfe of that J haue alked the, and aſks 
thy Pꝛinces ceunſell therein. Mei hoſtophiles the Spit it this enſwered, 
vaniſhed away, leaning Fauſtus in his Styodp, where be ſate pondzing 
w:thbimſeife, how he might obtaine his requifil cf the Devil without the 
loſſe of bis loule; pet was fully re ſoli ed in bimſeiſe, rather thin ts want 
his pleaſnre,ts doe What the Spirit and his Ko Would condition bpon, 


CHAP. Iv. 


The ſecond time of the Spirits appearing to Fauftus in his houſe, and their 
parley. 


Auttus continued in his deviliſh cogitations. neuer mouing out of the 
place where the Spirit left him,. ſuch was his fervent love to the ds · 
util: the night a; pzoaching, this ſwift flying Spirit appearing to Fauitus, 
offering timſe[fe with all ſubmiſſion to his ſexutce, with full avthozity 
from his Pꝛince ts doe Whatſoeuer be would requeſt if ſo be Faukue 
would pꝛomiſe to be his: this anſ wer J baing the,andanſwer muſt thou 
make by me againe; pet J will este what is thy diſtrs, becauſe thou 
haſt ſwozns me to be here at this time. Dodo; Fauſtus gave him this an- 
ſwer, though faintly (fo2 his ſonles ſake) that his requeſt was none 0: x 
ther, but to become a deuill, 02 at the leaſt a limbe of him, and that the 
Spirit ſhould agree vnto theſe Articles as followeth : 
1 That he might be a Spirit in ſhape and qualitp. 
2 That Me phoſtophiles Chould be his ſeruant at his commandement, 
3 That Mcphoſtophiles fhould bing him any thing, and doe foz him 1 u 
whatſ ocuer. | 1 

4 That all times he ſhould be in his hanſe inuiũb le to all men, ercept 
onelp to himſelfe, and at his commondement to chew humſelke. 

5 Laftly,that M- phottophiles ſheuld at all times appeare at bis com- 
mand, in what fozme 82 hape ſocuer he would. 

Upon theſe points the Spirit anſwered Dockoz Fauſtut, f that all this 
Qhould be granted him and fulfilled, and moze, if he would agre vnto him 
vpon cer taine Articles as felloweth: 

Firft, that Deco Fauſtus ſhould giue himſelfe to the Lozd Lucifer, 
bodp and d foule, 


& ecandly. 
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Secondly,foz conflrmation of the ſame, he ſhould make him a wziting, 
wzitten with big obne blood. | 
£':1cdly, that he would be an enemp to all Chziſtian pesple. 
Fourthlp, that he would deny the Ciziffian belœfe. 
Fifthly, that he let not anp man change his opinion, if ſo be any man 
Gould goe about to diſſwade, oꝛ withdꝛaw him fremit. 

Further, the Spirit pꝛomiſed F auſtus to give him certaine peares fo 
line in healti and pleaſure.and when ſuch peares were expired, that then 
Faukus ſhonld ve fetched away : and if hz would held theſe Articles and 
conditions that then he ſhould haue all whatſocver his heart wanld with 
oz deſire; and that Fanitus Chonld quickly perceive himſelte to be a Spirit 
in al manner of acions whatſoeuer-Perenpen Doo? F au(tius his mind 
wagſo inflained, that he fazget his Sault, and pꝛomiled Mephoſtophilis 
to hold all things as hs had mentioned them he thought the Devill wag 
got blacke, as they vie to paint him; noʒ Yellſo hot as the people lav, ꝛc 


| CHAP. V. 
The third parley betweene Doctor Fuſtus and Aepboftrpbilery, about 3 


conclukon. 


A Fter Doctoz Fauſtus had made his pꝛomiſe to the Deuil in the maz- 
ning betimes,he called the Spirit befo;e him, and commanded him 
that he would alwaies come to him, like a Ar per, after the oꝛdet of Saint 
Francis, with a Bell in his hand like Saint Anthony, and to xing it once 
9: twice befoze he appeared,that he might know of his certain comming. 
Chen Fauſtus demanded of his Spirit what was his rame- The Spirit 
anſwered, Py name is as thou ſape®,Mcphoſtophiles,q Jam a Dzince; 
but a leruant to Luc iſer, and all the circuit from Septentrio tothe Meridi- 
an I rule vnder him. Euen at theſe woꝛds was this wicked wzetch Far- 
tus iallamed, to heare himſelfe to haue gotten ſe great a Potentate tg 
ſerue him;fa2getting the Lo3d his Waker, Chyzifil bis Nedœ mer became 
an enem to all mankind, yea, wozſe than the Giants, whom tie Poets 
feigne toclimbe thehils, to make warre with the Gods: vet vnlike the 
enemy of God and his Chziſt, that foz his pzide was caſt into Mell: (@ 
likewiſe F anitus fozgate, that high climbers catch the greateV fals, and 
ſwet meats haue oft the ſow2efſt ſauce. | 

After a while Fauſtus pzomiſed Mephoſtophiles to wzite and make his 
obligation, with full aſſurance gf the Articles in the Chapter befſoze re: 
bearſed: Apittifull caſe Chzifftan Reader foz certainly this letter 83 
obugation was fend in his heuſe after his moſt lamentable end with all 
the refs of his damnable pzadtices vſedin bis whols life. 


Therekoze 
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Therefo:e, 4 wih all Chziffians to take example by this wicked 
Deocoz, and to be comfozted in Chziſt, contenting themſelugs with that 
vocat ion, whereuntg ithath pleaſed God to call them, and not to eſteme 
the vaine delight of this life, as did this vnhappy Fauſtus in giuing his 
ſoule to the Demill : and to confirme it the moze aſſluredly, hee tooke 6 
(mall penknife and pꝛickt a beine in his left hand, and foz certainty ther · 
upon, wers (&ne on his hand theſe wozds wzitten, as tf they had bene 
wzitten with blond, O homo fuge, whereat the Spirit vaniſhed, but Fu- 
{tus continued in his damnable minde.

Ohn Fauftus, Dockoꝛ, doe openly acknowledge with mine owne hans, 
to the greater fo2ce and ſtt engthening of this letter, that ſithence J be; 
gan to ſtudy and ſpeculats the courſe and o3der of the Clemente, I haue 
not found thzough the gift that is giuen me from aboue.anp ſuch learning 
and wiſedome, that can b2ingme to mp deſices: cfoz that I iind that men 
are vnable to inſtrxa me any further in the matter, now haue J Dogo; 
Faultus, to the helliſh Pꝛince of Orient, and his meſſenger Mephoſtophi- 
les, giuen both body and ſoule, vpon luch conditions, that they ſhall learne 
mee, and fulfill my deſire in all things as they haue pzemiſed and vowed 
vnto me, with due obedience vnto me acce;ding te the articles mentio: 
ned betwerne vs. 

Further, I csuenant and grant with them by theſe Pzeſents, that at 
the end of : 4. peeres next enĩuing the date of this pꝛelent Letter, they 
being expired, and 7 in the meane tune, during theſapd yeres,be ſerued 
of them at mp wil, they accompliſiing my deſires to the full ia all paints 
as we are aured; that then J giue them all power to doe with mee at 
their pleaſure,to tule, to ſend, fetch, oꝛ carry me 83 mine, be it either body 
ſoule,fleſh,vlovd,oz goods, into their habitation, be it whereſoever: and 
heteupon, J defic God andhis,Ch21ft, all the hoaſt of Heauen ard alllt- 
ung creatures that beare the ſhape of Cod, pea, all that live: and againe, 
lap it, and it ſhall be ſo. And to the moze ftrengthningsof this wating, 
J baue w2ittenit with mine owne hand. and bloud, being in perfect mes 
mozp: Andhereupon, ſubſcribe to it with my name ani title, calling 
all the infernall middle, and (upzeme powers te witneſſe of this my 
Letter and ſublcrip ien. | |

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C HAP. VII. | 
How Mepheftophiler came for his writing, and in what manner he appea- 
red, and his fights he ſheyved him: and how hee cauſed him to keepe a 
copy of his owne writing. | | | 

D Octoꝛ Fauſtas fitting penſine, having but one onelp bop with him, 
ſuddenly there appeared his Spirit Mephoſtophiles, in likeneſſe of 

a fiery man, from whom iſſued moſt hozrible flery i mes, infombrch that 
the voy was afrapd, but being hardned by his Palter, he bade him ſtand 
fil and he chould haue no harine: theSptrit began to bleat as in a ſinging 
manner. This pzetty (p92t pivaſed DoCo2E auſtus weli,vut he would not 
call his Spirit into his Counting houſe, vntill he had l ne moze: anon 
Was heard a ruſhing of armed men, and trampling of hoꝛies this ceaſing, 
came a kennell of Pounds,and they chaſed a great Yar! tn the Hall, and 
there the Hart was Caine: Faultus foke heart, came t th and loked vp: 
on the Bart, but pzeſently befoze him, there was a Lion end a Dzagon 
together fighting ſo flercely, that Fauſtus thought they would haue 
bought downe the houſe, but the Dzagon ouercame the Lyon, andſo 

they baniſhed. | 

After this came ina Peacock and a Peahen, the cocke bznfling of his 
faile,and turning to the femalg, beat her, andſo vaniſhed. Afterward 
followed a furious Bull, that with a full flerceneſſe ran bpon Fauſtus, 
but comming nere him vaniſhed away. Afterward followed a great old 
Ape. this Ape offered Fauſtus the hand, but he refuſed;ſs the Ape ran out 
of the Ball againe. Hereupon fell a mift in the Hall that Fa«iſtus ſaw no 
ligbt, bu: it taſted riot; and io ſane as it was gene, there lay befoze Fau- 
kns two great ſackes,one full of gold, the other full of ſilver. 

Laftip, was heard bp Fauſtus all manner inſt ruments of mucke, ag 
Oꝛgans Clarigelds, Lutes, Uialls, Citternes Maighte, Boznpipes, 
Flutes, Anomes, Harpes, and all manner other inſt rumtnts, which ſs 
ratmſhed his minde, that hie thought her had bene in another wazld, foz - 
got both body and ſonle, inſomuch that her was minded neuer to change 
bis opinion concerning that which he had done. Pereat tame Mcpholto- 
philes into the Ball to Fauſtus, in apparell like vnto a Fryer,to whom 
Fauſtus ſpake, Chou haſt done me a wonderfnil pleaſure in ſhewing mee 
this paſttme;if thou continve as thou haſt begun-thouſhalt win my bart 
and ſoute, pea and hace it. Mephottophiles anſwered, This is rothing, 
I will pleaſe thee better, yea, that thou mayft know my power and all, 

»aſke what thon wilt requeff of me, that ſhalt thou haue, conditionally 
hold thy pꝛomiſe, aridgine me th hand-wziting: at which words, the 


wzetch thzuK fazth y is hand, ſaping, Vold the, there halt thou thy 3 
| Ale. 
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miſc. Mephoſtophilcs tooke the w2iting, and willed Fauſts to fake a 
copy of it: with that the pernerſe Fauſtus being reſolute in his damna- 
tion, wzote a copy thereof, and gaue the Denil the one and kept in ſtoze , 
the other. Thus the Spirit and Fauſtus were agred, and dwelt together: 


no douot there was a vertuoughouſe-k&ping. 


CHAP,VIIT. 
The manner how F »tu; proceeded in his damnable fife, and of the dili- 
gent ſeruice that Af:pryſiaphiles vied towards him.

D Octo; Faustus hau'ng ginen his ſodle fo the Denill, renountim all 
the powers of Beauen, confirming this lamentable Action with his 
owne blood, ans haningalready deliuered his wziting now into the demls 
hand, the which ſo puifey vp his heart, that he fozgot the mind of a man, 
and thought himſeife ta be a Spirit. This Fauſtus dwelt at his Ancles 
houſe at Vittenberg, who dyed and bequeathed it in his Teſtament to 
bis couſin Fauſtus. Fauſtus kept a boy with him, that was his Scholler, 
an bnhappp wag, called Chriſtopher VVagner, to whom this ſpozt and 
lite that he law his Pater fallow,ſeemed pleaſant. Fauſtus loned the boy 
well, hoping to make him as gos 03 better ſ ne in his deuilliſh exertiſes 
than himſelfe,and he was fellow with ?ſephoſtophiles:s Fauſtus 
had no coinpany in his honſe hut himſelſe, his bop, and his Spirit, that 
euer was diligont at Fauſtus command, going above the honſe cloathed - 
like a Fryer, with a little bell inhishand,\@ne ofnone bat Fauſtus. Foz 
his vicuals 4 other necearies, Mephoſtophiles bzonght him at his plea« 
ſure from the Duke of Saxon, the Duke of Bauaria, and the Biſhop of 
Salizburg : foʒ they had many times their beſt wine folne-eut of- their 
Detlers by Mcphoitophiles:likewiſe their pzenifion fo their own table, 
ſuch meat as F 1:ftus wiſhed fo2,his Spirit b2anght him in: beſides that, 
Fauſtus himſelfe was become ſo cunmng, that when he opened his win 
dow, wha: fowle ſoener he wiſhed foz, it tame pzcſently lying into the 
bouſe, were it neuer ſo daintp. P92eouer, Fauſtus and his boy went in 
ſumptusus epparel the which Mephoſtophiles ftale from the Percers of 
Norenberg,Auſpnrg,Frinkford,and Libꝛ ig: fog it was hard faz them ta 
ande a locke to kepe out ſuch a theefe. All their maintenance was but 
Noine and boꝛt owed ware: and thus they lined an odtors life in the fight 
of Cod, though as yet the wid were dnacquainted with their wickeds 
netle. It mult be ſo, to their tits be none other as Ch:ift ſaith in lohn 
where he calls the Deuul a Thiete and a ꝓurthere t: and that om au- 


itus, foz he ole him away both dodp anvfonls, 
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CHAP. IX. 
How Doctor F «ſts would hade married, and how the Deniil had almoft 
killed him for ic, 

Octoꝛ Fauſtus continued thus in his epicurilh life, day and night, 

and belæued not that there was a God, ell, oꝛ Deuill:ye thought 
that ſoule and body dyed together; and had quite fo2got Diuimty, oz the 
inmoz;tality of his ſoule, but ſtood in his damnable hereſle dap aud night. 
And bethinking himſelfs ol a wiſe, called Mephoſtophiles to connſell; 
which would in no caſe agree ; demanding of vim if he would bzeake the 
touenant made with him, oz if he had foꝛgot it: Haſt thcu not (queth 
Mephottopkiles)(wozne thy ſelfs an enemy to God and all creatures: 
To this J anſwer ther, thou cannot marry, thau caaſt not ſerue two 
maſters, God and mp Pꝛince: foz wedlocke is a chiefe inſtitution ozdats 
ned of God, and that thou haſt pzomiſed to defte, as wee doe all; and that 
daft thou onely done, and mozeguer thotthaftconfirmedit with thy blod, 
perſwade thy ſelfe that what thou doft in contempt of wedlocke, it is all 
ta thine owne delight. Therefoze Faultuslooke well about the, and be⸗ 
thinke thy ſelfe better, and I wilh ther to change thy minde : kez if thou 
kepnot what thou haſt pꝛomiſed in thy wziting, wee will teare thce in 
peces like the duſt vader thy f@t : therefoze, (wet Faultus, thinke with 
what bnguiet life, anger, ſtrife, and debate thou thalt line in, When thou 
take ſt a wife,therefoze change thy minde. 

Docs; Fauſtus was with theſe ſpeeches in deſpaire, and as al that haue 
tozſaken the Loꝛd, can build vpon no good feundation, ſa this wzetched 
Deco; hauing fo:\ake the rocke, fel into deſpaire with himnſeife,fearing 
if he ould motion atcumony any moze, that the Deuill would teare 
him in peces. Foz this time(quoth he to Mephoſtophiles) Jam not min⸗ 
ded to marrp. Then dof thou well, anſwered his Spirit. But within 
two houres after, Fauſtus called againe his Spirit, which came in 
his old manner like a Fryer. Then Fauſtus ſavd vnto him, Jam not able 
to reſiſt oz b2idls my fancy, I muſt and will haut a wife, and J pꝛap thee 
gine thy conſent to it. @uddenly; bpon theſe woꝛds came ſuch a whirle. 
wind about the place, that Fauſtas thonght the whols houſe would haue 
came downe,all the does of the bonſe flew off the hokes ; after all this 
bis houſe was full of (maake, and the fla ze couered oner with aches: 
which when Datoz Fauſtus perceiued, hee would haue gene bp (Taires, 
and flving vp, he was taken and th2owae downe in'o the Hall, that bs 
was not able to ſtirte hand noz fat: then round about him ranne a mon · 
tr eus circle of fire. neuer ſtanding ſti , that Fauttus fried as he lap, and 


thought there to haue beene buraed. Ther cryed he out to his Spirit Me- 
phoſtophiles 
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phoftophiles fog helps, pꝛomiling him hee would line in all this, as he had 
bowed by his hand-wziting. Hereupon appearod vnto ham an vgly Dae⸗ 
nill ſo dzeadfull and monſtrous to behold, that Fauſtus durſt not lake on 
him the Deuill ſayd, What wouldeſt thou hans,Fa=itus: Bow likeK thon 
thy Wedding e What mind art thou in now: Fauſtus anſwered, N bad 
fozgot his pꝛomiſe, deſiring of him pardon, and bee would talke no moze 
of ſuch things, Thou wert beſt ſo to doe, and ſo baniſhed from him. 

After appeared bnto him his Fryer Mephoſtophiles, with a Bel in his 
hand, and ſpake to Fauſtus, Jt is na ieſting with da, hold thou that which 
thou haſt vowed, and we will perfozme as we haue pꝛomiſed, and moze 
than that, thou ſhalt haue thy hearts defire of what woman ſoener thou 
wilt, be ſhe aliue 03 dead; and ſo long as thou wilt, thou ſhalt kepe her 
by ther. 

Theſe woꝛds pleaſed Fauſtus wonderfull well, and repented himſelle 
that he was ſo fal iſh to wiſh hunſelfe married, that might haue any wo- 
man in the whole City bzought him at his command, the which he pza⸗ 
&iſed and perſeuered in a long time. 


CHAP. X. 


Quaſtions put forth by Doctor Fauſtis, vnto his Spirit Aepboſtophilet. 


Octoꝛ Faultus lining in all manner of pleaſure that his heart could 
dellre, continuing in his amozons dzifts, dis delicate fars;and taſtly 
appar ell, called on a time his Mephoſtophiles to him, who being come, 


bꝛought with him a boke in his hand of all manner of deuillith e enchan· 


ted arts, the which he gaue Fauſtus, ſaping, Poldmp Fauſtus, wozke now 
thy hearts deſire : the Copy of this enchanting boke was afterwards 
faund by his ſervant Chrittopher V Vagner. Well, (quoth Faultus to his 
Spirit J baue called the, to know what thou canſt doe, it I haue ned of 
thy helpe: Then anſwered Mephoſtophiles and ſayd, PpLozd Fauſtus, J 


am a flping Spirit, vea, ſo ſwift as thought can thinke to do whatſoever. 


Mere | auttus ſayd, But how came my Loꝛd and maſter Lucifer to haue ſo 


great a fall from heauen:? Mephoſtophiles anſwered ; Pp Lozd Luciter 


Was a faire Angel, created of God as immoztall,and being placed inSe- 
raphims, which are aboue the Cherubims, te would haue pꝛeſumed vpen 
the Thꝛone of God, with intent to haue thʒuſt God out of hisſeat. Upon 
this pꝛeſumption the Loʒd caſt him downe headlong, and where betoze 
her was an Angell o light, now djvelg in darkneſſe, not able to come 


nere his ft ſt place, without God ſend foz him to appeare befoze _ 
» Raj de 
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Raphael : but vnto the lower degree of Angels, that haue tbeir conerſa* 
tien withw en be may come, but not vnta the ſecond degree of heatieng 
that is kept by the Acch-Angels, namelp, Michael and Gabriel, foz theſe 
are called Angels of Gods wonders: pet are theſe farte infertour places 
to that from whence my Loꝛd end maffer Luciter ſell: and thus far Fau- 
tus, becauſe thou art ons of the beleued childzen of my Ted Lucifer fol⸗ 
loiping and ſer ding my mind in marmer,as be did his: J haue ſho:tly re- 
ſolued typ requeſt, and moze Y will doe foz the at thy pleaſure. I thank 
thee Mepkoſtophiſes, (quoth Fauftus ) coms let vs now gor reſt, foz it is 
night : vpon this they left their communication, 


CHAP. IV. 


How Doctor F «rflus dreamed that hee had ſcene Hell In bis 1) epe, and 
how he queſtioned with his Spirit of matters conceruiug Hell, with the 
Spirits anſwer. | 


TY night following, after Fauſtus tommunitation with Mephoſto- 
1 philes,ag concerning the fal of Lucifer, Doo? Fauſtus dzcamed that 
be had ſ@ne part of hell, but in what manner it was, oʒ in what place, he 
knew not: whereby he was much troubled in mind, and called vnto him 
Mephoſtophiles his & pirit, ſaping vnto him, J pꝛav the reſolne mer in 
this doubt: what is bell, what ſubſtance is it of, in what place ſtands it, 
and when was it made: Mephoſtophiles anſwered, Fauſtus thou halt 


- know, that befo ze the fall of my TLoꝛd Lucifer there was no hell, but euen 


then was hell ozdained: it is no ſubſtance, but a confuſed thing; fo2 1 
tell the, that befoge all Elements were made, oz the Earth ſœne, the 
Spirit of God moved bpon the waters, and dat kneſſe was euer all; but 
when God ſapd (Let there be light) it was ſo at his Wozd,ond the light 
was on Gods right hand, and God pꝛayſed the light. Judge thou further, 
God fied in the middle. the darkneſle was on his left hand, in tie which 
my Lob was bound in chaines vntill the dap of Judgment. In this con. 
fuſed hell, is nonght to finde but a ſulphuriſh fire, and ſtinking miſt oz 
fogge. Further, we Deuils know got what ſubſtance it is of. but a con⸗ 
fnſed thing: fo2 as the bubble of water reth befozc the wind,{o doth hell 
befsze the bzeaty of God. Pozeoner,the Devils know not how od hath 
lapd the foundation of our heil, noz where it is: but to be ſhozt;Fauitus, 
de know that hell bath natther bottome noz end. 
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CHAP: XII. 
The ſecond queſtion put forth by Doctor Faxſtw to his Spirit, what king- 
domes were in Heil, how miny,and what were the Rulevs names? 


Auſtus ſpake againe to his Spirit, ſaping: Chou ſpeakett ot wonder · 
full things. IJ pꝛap thee now tell mes what Ringdemes are there in 
vont hall, how many atechere, what are they called, and who rules them? 
The Spirit an(wered him, $p Fauſtus, know that Pell is as thou 
wouldſt thinks with thy ſelfe, another wozld, in the which we haus our 
being vnder the Earth, eue n to the Yeauens: within the circumference - 
whereof are cantatned ten Kingdome : namelp, |

The which Bingdomes are gouerned bp fine Kings, that is, Lucifer in 
the Orient, Bęlzebub in Septentrio, Bclia! in Meridie, Aſcaroth in the Oc⸗- 
cident, and Phlegeron in the midſt of them all; whoſe rule and domin ions 
haue none end vntill the day of Dome. And thus fare, Fa uſtus, haſt thou 
heard cf our rule and kingdome. | 


CHAP.XIIL. | 
Another queſtion put forth by Doctor Fauſtus to his Spirit, concerning 
his Lord Lucſſer, with the ſorrou that Fuſtus tel] afterwards into. 


Deo? Fauſtus began againe to reaſon with Mephoſophiles, requi. 
1D ing him to tell him in what foꝛme and hape and in what eſtimati- 
on his Lo:d lociter was, when he was in favour with Sod: Uhereupon 
bis Spirit required of him th:& daves reſpit;witeyF a11iti's granted. The 
ti zæ dies being expired, Mephoſtophilcs gaut him this anſwer; Fantus, 
my La Lucifer ſo called now, foz that be was baniſhes ont of the clœre 
light of Heauen was at the fi ſt an Angel cf Sed; pea he was ſe of God 
oꝛda:ned foꝛ hape, pompe, authozity, wozthineſſe and dwelling, that he 
karre exceed all the other creatures of God,rsa our Sold and pzecious 
ſtones; and ſo illuminated that he facrc ſurpalled the bzight nelle of the 
Srnne, and all other Dtars, where God placed dim su the Cherubins: 
hee had a Kingly office, ano was alwapes bcfo2e Geds ſeat, to the end 
bee might be the moze perkect in all his beings: But when hee began to 
be high minded, pzoud, and ſo pꝛeſumptuous that hee would vſurpe 


the ſeat ol Gods Paieſtp, then was hes baruſhed out from amengſt 
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the hear.enſy powers, ſeparated from their abiding, into the manner of a 
firp done, that no water is able to queneh, but continualipburneth vntill 
the end of the woz1'd. 

Dots? Fanſtus, when he had heard the woꝛds of his Spirit, began to 
conſt:er with himfelfe, having diners x ſundꝛy opinions in his head; and 
very penſtuelp, ſaping nothing to his Spirit, he went into his chamber, 
and lay him on his ved accozding to the wopd of Mephoſtophiles, which 
ſo pierced his heart, that be fell in ſighingg and great lamentation,crping 
out, Alas, ah woe is me, what haue 3 done? Cuen ſo ſhall it come to 
palle with mee: am I not alſo a creatute of Gods making, bearing his 
gwne Image and ũmilitude, into whom he hath bꝛeathed the ſpirit of life 
and immoztality, vnto whom he hath made all things liuing (ubiee - but 
woe is me, my hanghty minde, pꝛoud aſpiring tomacke and filthy fleſh, 
bath bought my loule into perpotnall damnation, pea, pꝛide hath abuſed 
my vnder ſtanding, inſomuch that J haue fo2got my Maker, the Spirit of 
God is departed from me, J haue pzomiſed the Deuill my loule: and 
therefoze it is but a folly foz me to hope fo grace, but it muſt bee euen 
with me as with Lucifer, thʒowne into perpetuall burning fire: ah woe ts 
me that ever J was bozne. Jn this perplexity lay this miſerable Dotoz 
Fauſtus, hauing quite fo2got his faith in Chzift, neuer falling torepens 
tance trulp, thereby to attaine the grace and holp Spirit of Cod againe, 
the which would haue bern able to haue reſifted the ſtrong afſaults of Sa 
tan: fo2 although be had made hima'p2omiſe, pet he might haue res 
membzed;thzough true repentance,finners once come again into thefa- 
nour of God: which faith the faithfall firmly hold, knowing thep that kill 
the bedp,are not able to hurt the ſsule: but hee was ia all his opinions 


donbtfull, without faith; oz hope, and ſo he continued. 


i CHAP. XIV. 
Another diſputation berwixt Dod or Fu and his Spirit, of the power 
of the Dxuill, and his enuy co mankinde. 


Fter Docks Fauſtus had a while pondzed and ſozrowed with him⸗ 
ſelfe. of bis wzetched eſtate, he called againe Ne phoſtophiles vn: 
to him, commanding him to tell him the iudgement, rule, power af* 
tempts, tyranny, and temptation of the Deuill, and why be was moued 
toſuch kind of lining : whereupon the @pirit anſweredto his que ſtion: 
That thou demandeſt of me, will turne the to no (mall diſcontentment, 
therefoze thou ſhouldeft not haue deſired of mie ſuch matters, fo2 it tou» 
cheth the ſecrets of our Kingdome, although J cannot deny to _ 
ty 
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thy requeſt. Therefoze know Fauſtus, that (s lane «s wy Lozd Luci- 
fer fell from Yeanen, he became a moztall enemy both te God any 
man, and hath vſed (as now be zoth) all manner of tyrannie to the de⸗ 
ftruction of mar, as is manifeft by divers examples: one falling ſuodeu⸗ 
tp dead, another hangs vimſelſe, another dzzownes bimſeife, others tab

Fauſtus) doe meſo much fausur, as to tell 
me the truth in this matter and hergaftcr J will bee no moze (9 tarneſt 
with the : the Spirtt was altogether againſt it: but tt once moze hee 
weuld abide him: well (aid the Spirit to Fauſtus) what demande ſt thou 
of me? Fauſtus ſapd, I wonldglabip know of thee,ff thou wert a man in

pech. heai irg ſig! t, and all other thy reaſonable ſenſes. that tt ou m:gh» 
teſt bade rſt and his wul and pleaſure, to liue to the gloʒy and hanoz of his 
Hame, and to the advancement of thy body andſotile ; dim, I ſay, being 
typ Bakcr,b:0> thou denied and defied, yea, ick -oly haft ti ou applyed 
that excellent gift of thy vnder ſtand ing, and gin en tyy ſoule to the deuill: 
there loʒe giue none the blame but thine owne ſeife-wiil, tp pꝛobd and 
aſpiring minde which dath bzonght ther ints the w2ath of Gov, and viter 
dainnation. This is moſt true (qo. F uus) but teli int Mephotophiles, 
wou dſt thou be in mp caſe as J am now: vea,ſaid the Wpirit (and with 
that fetcht a great ſigh) ſoʒ vet would J ſo humble my ſelte, that 5 would 
winne the ſauo; of God. Then(ſatd Ded oꝝ F aultcs)it were time cnough 
fo2 me. if Jamended. True (ſaid Mcpholiophiles) if it were not foz thy 
great innes, which are (s odious and dete ſtabis in the igyt of God, that it 
is to late foʒ ther, toʒ the wꝛath of God refteth vpon the. Leaue oF (qu. 
Fauſtus) and te li me my gueſtion tomy greater comfozt.

1c qcm Fauſtas hauing received deniall of bis Spirit to bee reſolned

tell to ue a Aalender- maker by the helps of bis Spirit, and alſo in chozt 
time to be a god Aſtronome t oz Aſtrologian: he had leatned ſo perfcely 
of bis Spirit the courſe of toe Sun Sone, and « tars, that hee had the 
moſt famous name of all the Pathemdticks tyat lined in his tune, as 
they well apyeare by his woꝛus dedicated vn o ſundzyDukes and £8206: 
faz be did nothing without the aduice of his Spirit, which l:arned him 
to pzeſage of matters to come, wyich haue com e to paſſe Rnce ts death. 
Thelke pzaiſe wonne he with his Kaleadersand Almanacks making; 
foz when he p;eſaged of any thing, operations, and alterations of the 
weather o Elements; as wind, came, fogs, (naw, haile, mopſt, dap, 
warme, cold. thundet, lightning, it fell ſo duely out as if an Angel of hea · 
uen dad lac warned it. Yee dio not ite the vai killall — af 
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our time, that ſet in Minter, cold, mopſt, ap zy frofy : and in the Dog; 
dayts, hat, dzp, thunder, Are, and ſuch like, but he ſet in all his wozkes, 
day and houre when, where, and how it would happen. If any wonderful 
thing wers at hand, as moztalitp,famine,p'ague,0z warrcs, he would ſgt 
the time and place, in true and iuſt oder, when it Would come 10 paſſe, 


CHAP. XVIII. 
A queſtion pur forth by D. Fauſtus ro his Spirit, concerning Aſtronomy. 


Dw P auſtus falling to pꝛattiſe and making his PzognoTications,he 
was donhtfull in many points : wherefoze he called bnto him Me- 
phoſtophiles his Spirit, ſaping: I finds the ground of this ſcience very 
difficult ts attaine bnts: foz when that Jconferre Aſtronomia and Altro- 
logia,as the Pathematicians, and anctentWiziters haue left in mems2y, 
A find them to varp,and very much to diſagree : wherefoze J pay thee 
ts teach me the truth ia this matter: to whom his Spirit anſwcred, F au- 
tus, thou halt know that the pzacitioners oʒ ſpecalotozs, 02 at leaſt the 
uri inuenters of theſe Arts haue done nothing of themſelues cectaine, 
whereupan thou maiſt attaine to the true pzognoflicating oz pzeſaging 
of things concerning the Beanens : oz of the influence of the planets: lo 
it by chance ſome onePathematicianozAfﬀtronomer hath left behind him 
a1p thing wo; thy of memozp, they haue ſo blinded it with Enigmaricall 
woꝛks, blind Char ad era, ard ſuch obſcure figures, that it is \mpolitle 
foꝛ an gartbly man to attaine te the knowiedye thereof, unthout the apy 
of ſome Spirit, oz elle the ſpectailgift of Bod; faz (och are the id den 
woꝛds of God from men, vet doe we Spirits that d e end dt all Eis- 
ments know ſuch. and there is nothing io be done e by tbe heavens p. 
tended but we know it except ozely the day of Dame. het foꝛe au-

thunder, ligbt ming. haile \vow ar d raine, the clot is to tend. the earth and 
craggy rocks to ſhake and ſplit inſunder, the 15 well and roꝛe and 


er- cue thetr mat ks:knoweſt thor: not th t qe de pt the (un ſhines, 
tye hotter he pierces:ſs tye mae thy Art is f whillt thcu art here, 
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the greater ſhall be thy name when thou art gone. Knowefk not than that 
the earth is frozen, cold and dzy:the water running. cold and motſt; ths 
ayꝛe liying, hot and moiſt: the fire conſuming, bot and dꝛy e Pea Fauſtus 
ſo muſt thy heart be inflamed like the fire to mount on high: learne Fau- 
{tus to flp like my ſelfe, as ſwift as thonght from one Riugdome ts anos 
ther, ts Nt at Pꝛinces Tables, to eat their daintieſt fare, to ſaue thy 
pleaſire of their Ladies, wines and Concubines, to vſeall theit ie wels 
and ceſtiy robes as things belonging vnto the, and not bnto them:learne 
of me, Fauſtus, to runne tho2ow walls, doozes, and gates of ſtone and 
Ion to crepe into the tarti like a Mo me, to (wim in the water like a 
Fild, to flpe in the arze like a Bird, and to live and nouriſh thy ſelfe in 
the fire like a Salamander: ſo ſhalt thou be famous, renowned, farre 
ſpoken al, and extolles ſeʒ thp (itil, going on knines nof hurting (hyfet, 
carrping tre in thy boſome, and not burning thy ſhirf,ſ&ing though the 
heancns as thzough a Chzyftall, wherein is placed the Planets, with all 
the reſt of the pzoſaging Comets, the whole circuit of the Wozld from 
the Eaft ts the Weſt, Nozthand South : there alt thou know | auſtus, 
wherefazs the ry Sphere aboue,and the ſigues of the Zodiack doth not 
barne and conſume the whole faco of the earth, being hindered by pla- 
cing the two moiſt Elements betwene them, the ayzie clouds and the 
wavering waues of water ; yea Fauſtus, J will lea ne ther the ſecrets of 
Natore, what tbe cauſe is that the Surme in dummer, being at the 
bigheT, gineth all his heat downewards on the earth: and being Winter 
at the lo we, giveth all his heat vpward into the Beanens,that the ſnow 
Would be of lo great bertne as the hony, and the Lady Saturnia in Oc- 
culto, moge hotter than the une in Mwitefto. Come on my Fauſtus, 
A will make to& as porfeg in theſe things ag my ſe{fe, J will learne thee 
to goe inniſtble, to inde out the Pines of Gold and Stluer : the fodines 
of p;ecious ſtones, as the Car buncle, the Diamond, Sapby;, Emerald, 
Rupp, Topas, Jaciath, Gzanat, Jaſpis, Amathiſt; vſe all theſe at thy 
pleaſure, take thy bearts defire, thy time F anitus weareth awap, then 
why wilt thou not take thy pleaſure of the wozlds Come bp, we will got 
bats Kings at theu owne Courts, and at their moſt ſumptuous Ban- 
quets be their gueſts : if wilungly they innite vs not, then perfozce we 
will ſerve our owne tarne wtith their beſt meat, and daintieft wins: 
Agrev,quoth F auſtus, but let me pauſt a while vpon this thou haſt enen 
now declared bnto me.

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CHAP. XIX. 


How Doctor Fuuſu: fell into deſpaire with himſelfe, for hauinę put forth 
a queſtion vnto his Spirit, they fell at variance, whereupon the rout of 
Deuils appeared vntù him, threatniog him ſharply. 

D De82 Fanſtus reuolned with himſelfe ö ſpeeches of his Spirit, and 

became ſo wofnll andſozrowfu!l tn his cogitations, that he thought 
bimſelſe already frying in the hotte ſt lames of Hell: and lying in his 
wiſe, ſuddenly there appeared buto him his Spirit, demanding what 
thing lo grieued and troubled his conſcience - TWWhereat Dogs; f auſtus 
gane no anſwer ; pet the Spirit very earnefly lay vpon him to know the 
cauſe, andif it were poſſible, he would inde remedy fo2 his grisfe, and 
eaſe him of his ſozrowes. To hoo F auftus ami wered. haue taken the 
bnts me as a Seruant to doe me ſervice, and thy ſeruice mill bee bery 
dere vnto me; pet I cannot haue any diligence of the further than thou 
lift thy ſelfe, neither doeſl thau in any thing as it becommeth thee. The 

Spirit replyed, Pp Fauſtus, thou knoweft that was neuer againf thy 

commandements as pet, but ready to ſerne and reſolue thy zue ſtions, 

althongh I am not Lound unto tha inſuch reſpects as cancerne the hurt 

of our A ingdome, pet was J alwapes willing to anſwer the, and ſo an J 

fill: therefoze my Fauſtus, ſap on boldly, what is thy will and pleaſure 7 

At which woꝛds the Spirit ſtole away the heart of Fauſtus, who ſpake in 

this ſozt, Mephoitophiles,tell me how and after what ſozt God made the 

wozld, and all the creatures in them, and why man was made after the 

Image of God: TheSpirit hearing this, anſwered, Fauſus,than knowf 

that all this is in vaine fo; ther to aſke, J know that thou art ſeyry fo; 

that thou ha ſt done, but if auaileth the nat, fe J will teare thee in « 
thouſand p&ces if thon change not thy opimions, and hereat hee vaniſhed 
away. WhereatFauſtus ailſozrowful foꝛ that he had put fozth ſuch a que 
ſtion, fell to weeping and to hawling bitterly, not foz his nnes towards 

God, but that the Deuill was departed from him ſo ſuddenly in ſuch a 

rage. And being in this perplexity, het was ſuddenly taken in ſuch an 

extreme cold, as if he would haue frozen in the place where hes ſate, in 
which the greateſt Deuill in Hell appeared vnts him, with certaine of 

his hideous and infernall company in moſt vgly ſhapes, that it was vn · 

poſſible to thinke vpon, and traverſing the chamber round about whers 

Fauſtus ſate, Fauitus thought to himſelf,now are they come fo2 me thounh 

mp time be not tome. and that becauſe Jhave aſkedſuch queſtions of my 

De ruant Mephoſtophiles: at whoſe cogitations tye chiefeſt Deniii which 
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was the Le2d,vnto whom he gave bis ſoule, that was Lucifer, ſpake in 
this (ot: Fauſtus, I haue ſ&ne ti thought s, which are not as thou haſt 
bowed vato me, by the vertue of this Letter and che we him the Obli⸗ 
gation which he had witten with his owne bloud, wherefoze Jam come 
to biſit thee, and toſhew thee ſome of our he:liſh paſtimes in hope that 
willdzaw 4s conficme thy minde a little moze ſtedfaff unte vg. Content, 
guoth þ auitus, gee to, let me (& what paſtime vou can mike. At which 
wozds,the great Demll in his likeneCe ſats him dowe by Fauſtus, cem. 
manding the reſt of the Deulls to appeate in their fozme, as if they were 
in Hell. Firſt entred Belial in fozme of a Beate, with curled black hairs 
to the grouna, his cares ſtanding vpzight + within the ears was es red 
as bloud, oat of which iſſued flames of fire; his teeth were at leaſt a ſ@f 
long. Cas w ite as ſnow, with a tayle thace ells lang (at the leaf hamng 
two wings, one be hinde tach arme, and tyus one alte t another they ap- 
pearcd to Fauſtus in fozime as they were in Heli: Luciter gimſelfe ſate in 
manaer cf a man all hac y, but of a bzowne coleur like a Sꝗuittell cur⸗ 
led, and his taple turning bpward on his backe as the Squirrels bſe; J 
thinke be could cracke Nuts two like a &quirrell. After him came Belze- 
dub in curled hatre of a hozſe-flelſh colaur, bis head like the head of a 
Bull, with a mighty paue of Loznes, and two long eares dDowne to the 
ground, and twe wingson hie back with pzicking things like thozries : 
out of his wings iffued flames of fire, his taple was like a Cowes. 
Then came 4(tarvth in fazme of a wozme going vp2ight on his taple, 
and bad na fœt, but a tayle like a Slow wozare : bnder his chaps grew 
tus ho: t hands, and his backe wascole blacke, his belly thickein the 
miedle, peilew 1ke gold, bauing many b2:ffles on his backe like a 
Dedge-hog. After him came Cinniagoſta, being white and grap mired, 
erceding cut led and hairy, be had a head like the bead ol an Alle, and a 
taylelike a Cat,andciawes like an Dre, lacking nothing of an ell bead. 
Then came Anobis, this Deuill had a head like a Dog. white and blacke 
baire, in ſhape like a Bogge, ſauing that be had but two fœt, one bnder 
his thzoat, the other at his tapie, he was feureelis long. with hanging 
eares lie a bloud-hound. After him came Dithican, he was a thozt 
thefe, in fo2me of a Pheſant, with ſhining fcathers, and foure feet, his 
necke was greene, his body red and his ft blacke. The. lat was cal- 
led Erachus, with foure ſbezt fet like a Yedge-hogge, pellow and 
greene; the bpper ſive ofhis body was bzowne, and the belly like blue 
flames of fire: the taple rediike the tayle of a Ponky. The reſt of the 
Deulls were in fozme of vaſcnſible veaſts, as Swine, Parts, Beares, 
altes, Apes, Bufes, Goats, Aatlops, Elephants, Dzagons, Pozo 
ſes, 
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tes, Ales, Liens, Cats, Snakes, Toads, and all manner of bglp odious 
Serpents and wo;mes: pet came in ſuch ſozt, that everp ene at big 

entry into t e Hall, made their reuerence onto Lucifer, and ſo toł their 
places, tanding in ozder as they came, vntill they had fillea the whole 
Mall, where with ſaddenly fell a moſt hozrible thunder-clap, that the 
houſe He ag though tt would haue fallen into the graund. dpon wyich 
every monſter had a muck-fozke in his bane, holding then tcwires 
Faullus, as though they would haue runne a tilt at him: which when 
Fauſtus perceiueo, he thought vpon the woꝛds of Mcphoſtophiles, when 
be told him how the loules in hell were toꝛmented, being caſt from dev lt 
to deuill vpon muck-foʒks, hee fhoughi v xilv to haue bane to:mented 
there on them in like ſozt. But Lucifer perceimng bis thonght, ſpake to 
him, y Fauttus, how likeſt thou this crue of nine: quoth Fauſtus 
why came not you in another manner of ape # Lecitcr replyed, we cane 
not change our helliſh foꝛme, we haue heweoour ſelucs here, as we ale 
thers: yet can we blind mens eyes in ſuch ſoꝛt, that when we will, wee 
repaire vnts them, as if we were men o2 Angels ot light, alchough our 
dwelling be in darkneſle. Then ſayd Fauitus, J ke not ſo man of pou 
fogether : whereupon Luc iter commanded them to depart, except ſeuen 
of the p2inctpall, foꝛ thwith they pzeſentip vamthed, which Fauttus per 
cetuing, hee was ſomewhat better comfozted, and ſpake to Luciter. 
Where is myſernant Mephoſtophiles ? let me la if he can doe the like, 
wherenponcame a flerce Dꝛagon flying, and ſpitting fire round abont 
the houſe, and cemming towards Lucifer made reuerence, and then 
changed himſelfe ts the foꝛms of a Fryer, ſapirg, Fauſtus, What wilt 
thou: Fauſtus ſaid, 3 will that thou teach me to trarsfozme my ſelfe in 
like ſozt as thou and the reſt h:tte done: then [uciter put fo;th his pay 
and gaue Fauſtus aboke, ſaping, Veld, doe what thou wilt; which her 
loking vpon, ffraight wapes changed himlelfe to a Yogge, then inte 
a Mozme, then into a Dꝛagon, and finding this foz his purpoſe, it liked 
him well, Quotb he ts Lucitcr, and how comueth it that ſe many filthy 
fozmes are in the wozid: Licitcr anſivered, They ace oꝛdained of God, 
as plagues bnto men, and ſo ſhalt thou be plagued {queth he.) TWhere* 
upon came Scoꝛpions, Waſps. Cmits, Bes, end Onats, which fell to 
fkingiug and biting him, and all the whole houſe was filled with a mof 
ho; rible ſtinking fogge, inſomuch that Fauitus ſaw nothing, hut till 
was tozmented: whercfoze he crped fe2 helpe, iar ing, Mephottophi!-s, 
my faithfull ſeruant where ert thou? helpe, helpe, Jp3aythe : bcreac 
the Spirit anſwered nothing, but Lucircr hunſ elfe laid Po, ho, 0, F auv- 


* — like ſt thou the creation of the Mozld e and incontinent if was 
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cleare againe, and the Devils and all the filthp cattell were baniſhed, 
on lv Faultns was left alone, ſæ ing nothing, but ear ing the iwer te ſt mn- 
ache that euer he heard vefoʒe, at which he was lo tauiſhed with delight, 
that ie foꝛgat his feares he was in beſo ze, and it repented him that bee 
b1d ſane no moꝛt of theit paſtune.

How Doctor Fa iſt us delired to ice hell, and of che manner how hec was 
vled thercin, 


| Þ Fanftns bethinking how his time went away, and how bee 
£av ſpent eight peares thereof, he ment te ſpend the reſt to his bet · 
ter contentment, intending quite 10 fozget any luch motions as might 
oſtend the Otuill any moze: whereloꝛe ona tune he called his Spirit 
Mephoſtophiles, an) ſaid dnto him, b2ing thou hither vnto me thp Leꝛd 
Lucifer oz Beliall,he bzonght him (netwithft ding) one that was called 
Beelzebub, the which aſked Fauſtus dis pleaſure - Quoth Fauſtus, 3 
would know of ther if I might ſe hell and take a biew thereof 2 That 
thou fhalt, ſaid the Deutll,and at mit night J will fetch ther. Mell, night 
being tome, Doctoz Faustus awapted very diligently foz the comming 
of the Deuill to fetch bim, and thinking that he tartied all too long, be 
went to the window, where he pulled open a caſement, and lok ing inte 
the Element, he law a cloud in the Nozth, inoze blacke, darker, and ob · 
ſcure, than all the reſt of the skye,from whence the wind blew moſt hoz- 
rible right into Faukus his chamber, fillco the whele houſe with moak, 
that Fauttos was almoſt ſmothered: hereat fell an cyceding thunder - 
clap, and wtthall came a great cugged blacke Beare, all curied, and vp» 
on his backe a chaire of bzaten go'd, and ſpake to Fauſtus, ſaping, Hit 
vp and away with me: and Deco t a2ftus, that had 78 long abode the 
ſmeake, wicht rather to be tn hell than there, got on the Deuill, and ſo 
they went together. But marke how the Dewill blinded him, and made 
him belcene they carried him into hell, fo2 he carried him into the ay;e, 
where Fauitus feil inte a ſound fleepe, as if he had ſate in a warme water 
02 bath: at laſt then came to a place which buryeth continually with fla- 
ſu ng flames of firs and Bzimſtome:whereout iſſued an exceeding mighty 
clap of thunder, with ſo hozrible anopſe, that Fauſtus awaked: but the 
Deuill went fozth on his wap, and carried Fauſtus therein; pea notwiths 
ftanding howſoeuer it burnt, Dacozł auſtus felt no moze heat, tban as it 
were the glimps of the ſun in Say; there hears he all manner of mulicke 
ts welcome him, but (aw none playing on them, it plealeꝭ him a 
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he der ſt not aſke, fo2 he was fezbidden it befoze, To meat the Denill 
and the gne it that came with him, came tbꝛe other bgly Peutils, the 
which ranne backe againe befe ze the Beare, to wake the wap, againſt 
whom there came running ancrceding great Bart, which would haue 
thzuſt Fauſtus out of hischaire : but being defemded by the other thze 
Denils, the Hart was put to the repulſe:thence going on their wap, Fau- 
ſtus locked, and behold there was nothing but Snakes and all manner of 
venomous beaſts about him, which were exceeding great, vnto the which 
Snakes came many Stop kes and ſwallowed vp all the whole multitnde 
of Snakes, that they left not ene: which when Fauſtus ſaw, he maruel- 
led greatly; but pꝛocteding furtter on their hellifh bopage, there cams 
fozth of an hollow cliffe an gxceebing great flying Bull, the which with 
ſucha fozce hit Fauſtus his chapre with his head and hoznes, that be 
turned Fauſtus and his Bear e ouer and ouer, ſo that the if eare vaniſhed 
away, whereat Fauſtus begantocrp, oh, woe ts me that euer J cams 
here: fozhe thonght there to have bene beguiled of the Pentil, and to 
make his end befo2e his time appointed oz conditionedof the Deuill; but 
ſhoztlp after came to him a monſtrous Ape, bidding Faultus to be of god 
chere, andſapd, Get vpon mee: all the fire in hell ſemed to Fauſtus ta 
haue bene put out, whe r eupon followed e monſt rous thicke fogge, that 
be law nething, but hotly it ſ@med to hun to wax cleare, wheie he ſaw 
two great zDzacons faſlcned vnto a Maggon, into the which the Ape al; 
tended and ſet Fauſtus therein, fo2th flew the D2agonsinto an ercading 
darke cloud where Fauſtus ſaw nc ither Dꝛagens no: Chariot, wherein 
he late, and ſuch were the crpes oftozmented ſeules, with mighty thun⸗ 
der- claps, and flaſbing lightnings about his tates, that pooge Pauſtus 
Hook foz feare. Upon this thep came to a water, ſtinking and flithy, thick 
like mudde, into the which ranne the D2agon linking vonder with Wage 
gon and all, but Fauſtus felt no water, but as it were aſmall mit, ſamng 
that the waive beat ſoſoze bpon him, that be ſaw nothing vnder and over 
him but onelp water, in the which he loſt his Dꝛagon, Ape, and M aggon: 
and linking pet deeper and deeper, he came at laſt as it were vpon a high 
KRocke, where the waters par ted and left him thereon ; but when the wa» 
tet was gone, it ſamed to him he ſhould there haue ended his life, fcz be 
ſaw no wap but death: the Rockt was as high from the botteme, os yca» 
ven is from the earth; there ſate e, ſa ing noꝛ hearing ayy man, nd lo · 
ked euer vpon the Kocke: at length he ſaw a little hole, out of thc wich 
iſſued fie ; thonght he, Do w (hal Jnaw doe: J am fozſaken of the Deuils 
and they that bꝛought me hither, dete mull Jcitber fall to the bottome, 
oz burnt in the re, oz iq in deſpaite: with that in his madnelle he gave a 
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ſkip into the flery hole,ſaping; Hold yen infernail hags, take here this (ac 
erifice as my laſt end, that which J iuſtiy haue deſerued : vpon this hee 
was entted. ano finding himfelfe as ye! vnburned, oz touches of that fire 
he was the better appayed, but there was ſo great a noyſe,thathe neuer 
beard the like befoze, it paſſed all the thunder that euer he had heard and 


"comming down? further to ths buttome of the Rocke, ber (awa fire, 


wherein were many wozthy and noble perſonages, as Tmperonrs, 
Kings, Dukes, and Lozds, and many thouſands moze of fozmented 
ſonles, at the edge of which fire, ranne a moſt pieaſant, cleare, and cold 
water to be hold into the which many toꝛmented ſoules ſp2ang out of the 
fire to cole themlelres, but being. ſo ce ʒing cold, they were conſtrained 
to returne againe into the fire, and thus wearied themſelves, and ſpent 
their endleſle tozments out of one labp3inth into another, one while in 
heat, another while in cold: but Faultus ſtanding here all this while ga- 
zing on them that were thus tozmented, he (aw one leaping oat ot the 
fire and\criching hozribly,whom he thought to haue knowne,wherefoze 
be would faine haue ſpoken vnto him, but remembzing that he was foz- 


bioden, he reſtrained ſpeaking.. Then this Deuill that bzought him in, 


came to him againe in ltkenefle of a Beare, with the chaire on his backe, 
and bade him fit vp, foz it was tume to depart: ſo auſtus got vp, and the 
Deuill carried hun out into the apze,where he had ſo went muſick, that 


de fell aſlæpe by the way. His bop Chrittopher being ali this while t 


dome, and miſſing his maſter ſs long, thought his Paſter would haue 
tar ried and dwelt with the Deuill foz euer: but whilſt his boy was in 
theſe cogitat ions, his maſter came home, fe the Deuill bought him 
home faſt all pe as he ſate in the chaire and thzew him on his bed, 
where ( beumg thus left of the Deuill) he lay vntill dap. When hee awa⸗ 
ked, he was amazed, like a man that had berne in a darke dungeon: mu. 
ſing with himſelte if it were true oz falſe tyat he had ſene hell, oz whe- 
toer he was bl.nded 02 not: but he rather perſwaded himſelfe be dad 
bene there than otherwiſe, becanſe hee hadſ&ne (nch wonderful! things 
wycrcfoze he moſt carefully toke pen and inke, and wzote theſe things 
in oꝛder as he havſene: which wzifing was afterwawds found by big 
bo: in his ſtudy; which afterwards was publiched to the whole City of 
VVictcuberg in patat, fo; example to all Chiſtians. 
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How Doctor F.sſtus was carried thore w the ayre, vp to the heauen, te 
ſee the whole world, and how the Sky and Planets ruled : after the 
which he wrote a Letter to his friend of the {awe to Lit ig, aud how 
he went about the world in eight daycs. 


'F His Letter was found by s Fre man and Citizen of Wittenberg, 
witten with his owne hand and ſent to his friend at Lipizig a Phy- 
fician, named love Victory; the contents of which were as followeth : 
Amongſt other things (mp louing friend and brother) Jremember pet 
the fo:mer friendlhip had together, when we were (cholefellowes and 
Students in tie Entkerſity at Wittenberg, whereas pou firſt ſtudied 
Pbyſick, Aſtroromy, Aſtrology, Geometry, and Coſmography. J to the 
contrary / you know) ffudied Dinnttp. notwithſtanding now in any of 
pour owne ſtudies J am ſure (I am perſwaded further than pour (elfe: 
fozſi hence I began J haue neuer erred, foz might J ſpeake it without 
affecting my owne pꝛapſe) my Kalenders,Cother pꝛacices haue not one. 
ly the tommendations of the common ſozt,vut alſo of the chiefeſt Lozdg 
and Roles of this eur Dutch Nation, becauſe (which is chiefely tobe 
noted) I wzite and pꝛeſage of matters ts come, which all accozd i tal ont 
lo right, as tfthey had biens already ſene befoze. And fo2 p (mp belouey 
Victory) vou wzite to know my voyage which J made bnto the heaueng, 
the which (as you certifle me) you haue had ſome ſuſpition of, althengh 
vou partly perſwaded pour ſelfe, that it is a thing bapolible, no matter 
ſoz that, it is as it is and let it be as it will, once it is done in (uch man 
ner, as not accozding bnto pour requeft 3 will pou here to under ſtand. 

J being once lapd in my bed, and could not flepe fo: thinking on my 
Kalender and practice, J maruelled with myſelfe haw it were poſſible 
that the Firmament ſhould be knowne, and ſo largely wzitten of men, 
o2 whether they wzitetrue 82 falſe, by their owne opinions, oz ſuppoſi⸗ 
tions, oz by due obſervations and true courſe of the heauens. Behold, 
I thought my houſs would haue bene blowne downe, ſo that all my 

does and cheſts flew open. whereat J was not a little aſtonithed, fo; 
withall J heard a groaning voyce, which ſayd, Get vp, thedeGre of thy 

eart, mind, and thought thou (halt &. At the which AJanſwe ed, What 

p heart deſire h, that would J faine ſ and to make p;ofe,if 3 hall (&, 
J will awap with the. Why then (quoth he) looke out at thy winde m, 
there commeth a meſſenger fog thæ ; that did J. and behold there fab a 
Wzggon, 1th two Dzagons befoze it, te dz © ,eſame, and all the 
Waggon was ef alight burning fire, and fs, at the Poone ſhene, 
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J was the willinger at that time to depart, but the boyce ſpake againe, 
fit vp and let vs away : I will/ſaid J)goe with the&,but vpon this cond(- 
tion, that I may aſke after all things that J ſ@, heare,oz thinks on: the 
bopce anſwered, J am content foz this time. Yereupon I got mee into 
the Waggon, ſo that the Dꝛagons carried me bp2ight into the ayze. 

The Maggoa had foure wheeles, the which ratled lo, and made ſuch 
anopſe, as if we had beene all this while running an the ſtones : and 
round about bsflew out flamcs of fire ;and the higher that J came, the 
moze the earth ſ@med to be darkned, (a that me thought J came out of a 
Dungeon: and lwking downe from Heauen, behold Mcpholtophiles mp 
Spirit and Sernant was behind me, and when hee percetucd that J (aw 
im, be came and ſats by me, to whom J ſapd, J pfay thee Mepheſtophi- 
les whither (hall J goenow 2 Let nat that trouble thy minds, ſaid hee, 
and pet they carrisd bs higher bp: Andnow will J tell tha (god friend 
and (cholefellow) what things J haue ſeene and p3zoued, foz on the 
Tueſdap went J out, and on Tueſday ſeuen mabts following, J came 
home agains, that is eight dayes, in which time J llept not, no not one 
winke came into mp eyes: and we went inuiflble of any man: and as 
the dap began toappeare, after the firft nights iourney, A ſaid to mp 
Spirit MephoRophiles, J pꝛay thee how farre haue wee now ridden, 4 
am ſure thou knoweft, foz mee thinkes we haue ridden exceeding karre, 
the wozld ſ&meth ls little. Mephoſtophiles anſwered mee, my Faultus, 
belecue mee, that from the place from whence thou came ſt, vnto this 
place where we are nom, is already fozty ſeuen leagues right in height. 
And as the day increaſed, A loked downre into the Wozld ; Aſia, Eu- 
rope, and Atrica J had a ſight of : and being ſo high, quoth J to my 
Spirit, tell me how tbeſe Kingdemes lye, and what they are called: the 
which he denyed not, ſaping, Ste this en dur left hend is Hungaria, this 
is alſo Pruſſia en our left hand, and Poland, Muſcouia, Tartaceleſia, 
Bohemia, Saxony: and here on our right hand, Spaine, Portugall, 
France, England and Scotland: then right on befoze bslye the Kings 
domes ef Perſia, India, Arabia, the King of Alchar, and the great Cham: 
now are we come to Wittenberg, and are right ouer the Towne of 
Weim in Auſtria, andere long will be at Conſtantinople, Tripoli, and 
Ieruſalem, andafter will we pierce the frozen Zone, and ſhoztly touch 
the Bozizon and the Zenith of Wittenberg. There laked J on the 
Dcean Sta, and beheld agreat many Ships and Gallyes ready to the 
battell eng againſt another; and thus J ſpent my tourney: now caſt 3 
my epes here, now there, towards South, Nozth, Caſt, and Met: 4 
haue bens in one place where it rained and halled, and in another —_ 
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| the Dun ſhone excellent faire, and(s Jthinke that J ſaw moſt things in 
and about the wozld, with great admiration, that in one place it rained, 
and in another haile andſnow : on this ide, the Dun (hone bz tight, ſome 
ils couerrd with ſnow neuer conſuming, others wereſs hot that grafſe 
and tts were burned and conſumed therewith. Zhen looked J vp to 
the he auens, and behold they went ſo wilt, that J thought they would 
haue ſp2ung in thouſands. Likewiſe it was ſo cle are and ſo hot, that J 
tould nst long gaze vpon it, it ſo dunmed m ſight: and had not mp Spi⸗ 
rit Mephoſtophiles couered me, as it were with a ſhadowing cloud, 3 
hadULene burnt with the extreme heat thereof : fo2 the gkpe, the which 
wee bebhold here when we looke vp from the earth, is ſo faſt and thicke 
as a wall, cleere and thining b2:ght as Chzifkall, in the which is placed 
the Sun, which caſteth fo2th his rapes and beames duer the bninerſall 
wozld, to the vttermoſt confines of the earth, But wee thinke that the 
Sun is very little: no, it is altogether as big as the wozld : Indeed the «7 
body lub ſtantiail is but little in compaſle, but the rapes oz ſtreames that 
it caſteth fozth, by reaſon of the thing whers in it is placed, maketh him 
to extend and ſhew himſelfe over the whols wo2ld: and we thinke that 
the Sanne runneth his courſe, and that the heauens and tull : no, it is 
tho heauens that moue his courſe, and the Sunne abideth perpetually 
in his place, he is permanent and fired in his place; and although wee ſe 
him beginning to aſcend in the O zient oz Taft, at the higheſt in the Pe- 
ridian oꝛ South, ſetting in the Occident 2 Meſt, yet is he at the loweſt 
in Septentrio oz Noꝛth, and pet he moueth not. It is the axle of the hea: 
nens that moueth the whole Firmament, being a Chaos 02 confuſed 
thing ; and fo2 that pꝛoofe, 3 will ſhew ther this example: like as thou 
ſeſt a bebble made of water and ſope blowne fozth of a quill, is infozms 
of aconfuſedmalle oꝛ Chass, and being in this foʒme is moued at plaa· 
ſure of the wind which runneth round about that Chaos, and moueth 
hun alſo round: even io this whole Firmament oz Chaos wherein art 
placed the Sunne and the reſt of the Planets, turned and carried at the 
pleaſure of the Spirit of God, which is winde: Pea, Chziſtian Reader, 
to the glo2v of Cod, and to the p3ofit of thy ſoule, J will open bnto thee 
diuine opinion, touching the rule of this confoſed Chaos, farrs moze 
than ay rude German Authoꝛ, being polleſſed with the Deutll, was 
ablefobtter: andto pꝛoue ſame of my ſentences befoze ts be true, looke 
into Gonelts, vnto the wogkes of God, at the crea ion of the wozld,there 
ſhalt thonfinde, that the Spirit of Goa moucd vpon the waters, befoze 
beauen and carth were made. Parke how he made it, and how by his 
Wozd enery Clement toke his plate: theſt wert not bis wozks but his 
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woda, fo; all the wezds he vſed befoze, be concluded afterwards in ont 
wozke,wbich was in making Pan:marke Reader with patience, foz thy 
ſonles health, (e into all that was done by the TW o2d and oz of God: 
Light and darkeneſſe was, the Firmament fwo, and the great 3 and 
little light C in it: the moſt waters were in one place, the Earth wag 
d2y, and everp Element bzought fo2th accozding to the TWozd of God: 
Row follow his Zozkes : be made man after big owne Image, how, 
out of the earth - The earth will ſhape no Image witheat water: there 
was one of the Clements. But all this while where was wind: All Ele- 
ments were af the Wozd of God; San was made, and ina fozme by 
the wozke of God, yet moued not that wozke, bat oze God bzeathed the 
Spirit of Life into his noſtrils,and mads him a liuing ſonle : Mert was 
the firſt wind and Spirit of Cod, out of his awne mouth, which we haue 
likewiſe from the ſame ſ&d,which was onely planted by God in Adam, 
which wind, bꝛeath, oz Spirit. when he had received, hee was lining and 
moned on earth, foz it was o2dained of God fo? his habitation, but the 
Heauens ars the havitation of the Lo2d : and like as I ſhewed befoze of 
the bkubble,oz confuſed Chaos made of water andſope, thozow the wind 
and bzeath of man is turned round, and carried wtth every wind, euen 
ſo the Firmaments, wherein the Sunne and the reft of the ÞÞlanetg are 
fixed, be moved, turned, and carrped with the wind, bzeath, and Spirit 
— of God: foz the Peanens and Firmaments are moueable as the Chaos, 
but the @un is fixedin the Firmament. Andfurther(my god Schale · 
fellow) J was thus nigh the Yeanens where mee thought every Planet 
was but as halfe the eacth, and vnder the Firma nent ruled the Spirtts 
in the 8p1e; and as J came do ne. I laked bpon the wozld, and the hea- 
neus; and me thought that the earth was incloſed (in compariſon with- 
inthe Firmaments,as the yolks of an Egge within the white, and me 
thought that the whole length of the Earth was not a ſpan long: and the 
water was as it bad bæne twice as bꝛoad an? as long as the earth ; 
ene”; thas at tie eight dapes end I came home againe, and fell afleepe, 
andſo J continved fl-eping,th2& dares and thꝛe nights togetier,and the 
firffhoure J awaked, fell freſh agatne to my Kalender, and haue made 
them ia right amp e manner as pou know? and to ſatiſfie pour requeſt, 
fa: that you w2tte vnto me, J haue (in conſt>eration of our ols friend- 
ſhip had at the Univerſity of Wittenberg, ) declared vnto peu my hea» 
nenly boyage. wiſhing ns wazſe vnts vou than bnto mpyſelfe, that ts, 
that your minde were as mine in all reſpets. "1

Detoz F auſtvs haning ouer-rimne fifteene yeeres of bis appointed 
tume, e teoke vpon him a Journey, with full pzetence to ſæ the 
whole world, and calling his Spirit Mephoſtophiles vato him, he ſapd, 
Thou knoweft that thou art bound vnts me vpon conditions, to per foʒm 
and fulfill my deſtre in all things, wherefoze my pzetence is to vilit the 
whole face of the earth, viũble and inviſible when it pleaſeth me,therfoze 
A command and enioyne the to the ſame. Whereupon Mephoſtophiles 
anſwered, 3 am ready my Lozd at thy command,and fozthwith the Spi⸗ 
rit changed himſelſe into the ltkcnefe of a ſlping hozſe, ſaping, F auttus, 
ſit vp, Jamceady. Dotoz Fauſtus ſoftly ſate vpon him, and fozwards 
they went: F auttus cams thozow many à Land and zotunce, as Pano- 
nia, Auſtria „Germany, Bohemia, Siletia, Saxony, Meſſene, During, Frank- 
lard, Shwabland, Byerland, Styria, Corinthia, Poland, Licaw, Liefland, 
Prullia, Denmarke „Moſcouia, I artaria: Turky,Perfia, Cathai Alexandria, 
Barbaria Ginney, Peru, the ſtreights of Magellanes, India, all about the 
frozen Zone, and Terra incognita, Noua Hiſpaniola, the Ales of Terzera, 
NMederi, Saint Michacls, the Canaries, and the Tcnoritdicic, into Spaine, 
the Miinc-land, Portugal), lraly ,Campania,the Bingdome of Naples, the 
Fles ok Sicilia, Mlalta, maicra, minors, to the nights of the Rhodes, Can- 
dy, oz Creetc,l'yprus, Corinth, Switzerland, France, Freeſland, Weſtphal- 
lia,Zeland, Holland, Brabant, and all the 17.

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from thence he departed to Paris, where her liked well the Academy : 
and what place 02 King2ome ſoener fel! into his mind. the ſame he viſited. 
De came from Paris to Ment a, where the Liver of Maine falls into the 
Rhine; notwithFanding he tarried not long there, but went into Cam-

molt ſafely from raine oz wind: then he ſaw the Caſtle on the dill ouer 
the Towne and many Pom ments therein, alls the hill called Veluuius, * 
wheceon groweth all the Gzekiſh Mine, and mow pleaſant (weet 
Dlines. From thence he came to Venice, whereas he wandzed not a lit- 
tle, to ſ@ a Citp ſo famoullp built, ſtanding in the Sea, where thzough 
euerp ſtreet the water came inſnchlargenefle, that great (hips and barks 
might paſſe from one ſtreet to another, hauing pet a way on both ſides 
the water, whereon men and hozſe might paſſe: Ve maruelledalſohow 
it was poſſible ſo mach victuall:to be found in the Towne, and ſo good 
cheape. conſtdering that foz a whole league, nothing grew neere the 
ſame. Be wond zed not a little at the faireneſſe of ©. Marks place, and 
the ſumptuous Church ſtanding thereon, called S. Marke, how all the 
paus ment was ſet with coloured ones, and all / tze Kood oz loft of the 
Church double gilded auer. Leauing this hee came to Padua, behold ng 
the manner of their Academp, which is called the Pother oz Nurſe of 
Chaiſtendome ; there be heard the Doctozs, and ſaw the moſt Þcav- 
ments in the Towne. entred his name in the Univerſity of the Ger⸗ 
man Natton. and wzote himſelfe Dao; Fauſtus, the vaſatiavie ſpecu · 
latoz : then ſaw he the wazthieſt Monument in the wozlo fo a Church, 
named S. An:honics Clopſtet, which foz the pinacles tyereof, and the 
cont riue ment of the Church, hath not the like in Chziſtendome. This 
Towne is fenced about with thꝛe mighty walls af tone and earth, be- 
twirt the which runneth goodlp ditches of water, twirt tuerp foure and | 
tiventphonurespaſſeth boats betwirt Padua and Venice with paſſen- 
gers, as they doe here betwixt London and Graueſcud, and even ſo farre 
they differ in diſtance: Fauſtus beheld like wils the countell houſe, and

the Caffle with no ſmall wonder. Well, foz ward he went ts Rome, 
which lap, and doth pet lye on the Riner Tibris, the which dinideth the 
City into tipo parts: ouer the Kiner are foure great tons Bzidges,and 
vpon the ond Bzidge, called Ponte Saint Angelo is the Caſtle of Saint 
Angelo, whorein ate ſo many great caſt ces, as there are dayes in 


the peare; and ſuch Petes as will boot ſeuen bullets off with one re: 


to this Caſtie commeth a pꝛiup vault from the Church and Palace of 
Saint Peters, thozow the which the Pope (if any danger be) palleth 
from his Palace to the Caſtle fo2 ſafagard: the City hath eleuen gates, 
and a hill called Vacicinium, whereupon ©, Peters Church is built: Jn 
that Church the holy Fathers will heare ne confeſſion, without the pe 


nitent bzing money in his hand. Adiopning to the Church, is the Campo 


Santo, the which Carolus Magnus built : where euery dap thirt&ne 


Pilgrims haue their dinners ſerned of the beſt: that is to ſap, Chziſt 


and his twelue Apoſtles. Bard by this he viſlted the Charchpard of 
Saint Peters, where hee ſaw the Pyꝛamids that Iulius Cæſar bꝛought 
fozth of Atrica: it ſtood in Fauſtus his time ſeaning agaiaſt the Church- 
wall of Saint |'crers, but now Pope Sixtus hath erected it in the middle 
sf Saint Peters Church-r ard. it is 4. fathom long, and at the lower 
end flue fathom foureſquare, and ſo fo2th ſmaller vpwards : on the top 
is a Cruciftx of beaten gold. the fone tandeth on foure Lions of boa. 
Chen he viſited the ſeven Churches of Rome, that were Satnt Peters, 
Saint Pals, Saint Sebaſtian, @aint Iohn Lateran, Saint Lawrence, 
S. Mary Magdalen, and S. Mary Maiora. Then went hee withan? the 
Townc, when he ſa v the Conduits of water that runne leuell thzongh 
hill and dale, banging water into tbe Towne fit ene Italian miles off : 
other Ponwnents he (aw too many tosecite, hut amongſt the reſt hæ 


was deſirous to (& the Popes court, and his manner of ſeruice at his 


Tasle. w erc foze he and hisSptrit made themſelnes inniſible and came 
to the Popes Court. and pꝛiuy chamber where he was: ther ſawhe& 


many ſeruants attending on his Yolinefle, with many a flattering Oy ⸗ a 
cophant carrping his meat; and there he marked the Pope, and the man» 


ner of hisſeruice, which he ſeeing to be ſo bnmeaſurabls, and ſumptu- 
ous: Fye (quoth F auſtus) why had not the Deuill made a Pope of me - 
Faultus ſaw there notwithflanding, ſuch as were like ts himſelfe, 
pꝛoud, ſtout, wilfull, gluttons, dzunkards, whozemongers, bzeakers 
of wedloc ke. and followers of all manner of vngodly cxerciſes :. where⸗ 
foze he (aid to his Spirit, Jthaught that J had beene alone a hog 03p03ke 


of the Deuils; but he muſt beare with me pet a little longer, fo2 theſe 


bogs of Rom are already fatted, and fitted te make his roaſkmeat : the 
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Deu li might doe ell to ſpit them all, and have them to the fire, and 
let hin ſammon the Nuns to turne the ſpifs: fo; as none mult conte lle, 
the Nun but the Fryer, ſonone (hovld tur ne the roſting Fryer, but the 
Nun. Thus continued Fauſtus thze dapesin the Popes Palace, and 
yet had no luſt to his meat,vut ſtad ſtill in the Popes Chamber and ſam 
euerp thing whatſoever it was: on time the opt would haue « feaſt 
pꝛepared fo the Cardinall of Pauia, and fo his ft ſt welcome the Car · 
dinall was bidden to dinner: and as hee late at meat, the Mope would 
euer be bleſſing and croſſing over his mouth, Fauſtus coald (ufer it no 
longer, but vp with his fiſt and (mote the Pope on the face, and withall 
de laughed that the whole houſe uuaht heare hum, yet none of them (aw 
bum oʒ knew where he was, the Pope perſwaded bis Company, that 
it was a deumedſovle, commanding alle pzeſently to be ſaid foz big 
delwery out of Purgatozp, which was done: the Pope ſate ſtill at meat, 
bat when the latter meſſe came in to the Popes bod, D. Fauitus lap 
bands thereon, ſaping, This is mine, and ſo he tooke both difh and meat 
and flew vato the Capitall 02 Campadolia, calling bis Spirit vnto him 
and ſayd, Came let bs be merrp,foz thou muſt fetch me ſome Mine, and 
the cup that the d ape dzinks al, and hereupon more caual we Will make 
god cheere in (pight of the Pope,andall his fat Abbey-lubbers. His Spi« 
rit hearing this. departod towards the opes Chamber, where he found 
them pet ſitting quaſing : wherefoze be toke from beſoze the pe the 
faireſt pzce of plate 8; dzinking Goblet, and a flaggon of Wine, and 
bzought it to F. uitus: but when the Pope and the reſt of his crue per- 
teined they were robbed, and knew not after what ſaat, they perſwaded 
themſeines that it was adamnedſoule that befo2e had vered the Pope 
ſs, ind that (mote bim on his face; wherefoze bee ſent commandement 
thazow the whole City of Rome, that they ſhould (ay a paſs in every 
Church, and ring all the Bels,fo2 to lap the walking S pit it, and to curſe 
hum with bell, boke, and candle, that ſo inmblp had miſuſed the Popes 
Þolincfe, with the Car dinall of Pauia, and the reft of their company: but 
Fauitus not withſtanding made god cherte with that which hee had ves 
guiled the Pope of, and iu the middeſt of the o2der of S. Bernards bare⸗ 
fated Fryers, as thev were going on pʒsceſſion thozow the Parket; 
place, called campa deore, he let fall his plate, diches and cup: and with 
all fo; a farewell, he made ſuch a thunder clap and ftazme of raine, as 
though deauen and earth ſhould taue met together, and ſo left Roma, 
and tame to Millaine in Italy, neere the Alpes oz bozders of Swirxcr- 
land, where he pʒaiſed auch to bis Spirit the pleaſurcs of the place, th 
City being fourrzed in ſo bʒaus a pigine, by the which ran moſt pleaſant 
Riuers 
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Kiners on euery de of the ſame : haning be@es within the compaſſe oz 
tirtuit of ſeven miles, ſeuen ſmall tas: Hee ſaw a'ſo therria many 
faire Palaces and 0ood\p buildings, the Dukes Palace, and the migh- 
ty trong Calle, which is in manner dalfe the bigneſſe of the Towne. 
M0o3eouner, it liked him well to (& the Yoſpitall of Saint Maries, with 
divers other things, He did there nothing wozthy of memozp, but be 
departed backe againe towards Foloęgnia, and from thence to Florence, 
where he was well pleaſed to ſæ the pleaſant Walke of Perchants, the 
goodly Aaults of the Citp, foz that almoſt the whole City is baulted, 
and the houſes themſclues are built outwardly, in ſnch ſozt, that the 
people goe vnder them as bnder a Wanlt: Then he pernſedtbe ſump- 
tuaus Church in the Dukes Caſtle, called Noſtra Dama, our Ladies 
Church, in which be ſaw many Ponuments, as a Parble dooze, mot 
huge to looke bpon : the gates of the Caffle are Bell mettal, wherein are 
grauen the holy Patriarkes, with Chziſt and his twelne Apeſtles, and 
diners other Hiſtozies out ot the old and new Toftament. Then went 
be to Sona, where he higylp pzayſed the Church and Moſpitall of S. nra 
Maria, Formoſa, with the gaodly buildings, and eſpecially the fatrenefſe 
and greatneſſe of the City and beautiful women. Then came be to Lion; 
in France, where he markeo the ſituation of the Citp, which lay be- 
tweene two hils, inanrened with two waters: one wozthy Monument 
in tbe City pleaſed him well, that was the great Church, with the Image 
therein; he commended the City highly fo2 the great reſs2t that it hay 
vnto it of ſtrangers. From thence he went to Cullen which lpeth vpen 
the River of Rhine, wherein he ſaw one of the anciente® Ponuments 
of the :0z1d. the which was the Tombe of tha Bings, that came by 
the angel of God and their knowledge they had in the Starre, to woz- 
hp Thrift, which when Fauftus ſaw, he ſpake in this manner, Ah alas 
good men how haue pou errt i, and loft your wap: ou ſhould haue gone 
to Paleſtin ina het! lem in Tudea, how came pon hither - ©2 beitke 
after paur death you were thꝛowne into Marc Mediterraneum, 2bout 
Tripolis in Syria, and ſo ycuflæted out of the ftreights of Gibalcerra, 
into the Otean Dea, and ſo into the bap ef Portugal, and not finding 
any re, pon are dꝛiuen along the coaft of Gallicia, Fivray, and France, 
and inte the narrolo wens; then from thence dnte Mare Germanitum, 
and ſo taken vp 3 thinke about the Towne cf Dort in Hoſlund yon were 
b2ought to Cuilen to be buried, oz efſs (Jthinke) you came 2522 ealtly 
with a whirle-wind over the Alpes, and being thzowne ina the Mer ot 
Rhine it conueped you io th s place, whert pon fre kept a Ponument. 


Then law he the Church of . Vrſula, where remaines a — 
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of tbe thouſand Yirgins: it pleaſedhim alſo to fe the beauty of the wos 
men. Not farre from Cullen lyeth the Towne of Ach, where he (aw the 
g02geous Tewyle that the Emperour Carolus quarcus built of Marble 
ſtone foz a remembzance of him, to the end that all his ſucceſſozs ul 
there be crowned. From Cullen in Ach he went to Geneua, a City in 
Sauoy, ſping nere Switzerland, it is a Towne of great trafficke, the 
£03d thereof is a Biſhop, whoſe TWine-celler Fauſtus and his Spirit vis 
ted, fo; the love of his good Wine. From thencehe went to Stracburg, 
where he bcbeld the faireſt Temple that euer he had ferne in his life be» 
foze,faz on euer ids therat he might ſe thozow,enen from the covering 
of the Pinkter,to the top of the Pinacle,and it is named one of the won- 
ders of the woꝛld: wherefoze he demanded why it was called Strasburg? 
His Splrit an wered, becauſe it hath ſo many bigh-wapes comming to 
it on euery fide, fo2 Stros in Dutch is ahigh-way, and hereof came the 
name : ta, (ſayd Mephoſtophiles) the Church which thou ſo wondereſt 
at, hath moze reuenues belonging to it, than the twelve Dukes of Sleſia 
are wozth, ſoz there pertaine bato this Church fifty five Townes, and 
fours handzeth irtp the villages, beſides many houſes in the Towne, 
From thence went Fauſtus to Baſil in Switzerland, where the Kiuer of 
Rhine runneth thozow the Towne, parting the ſame as the Riner of 
Thames doth London: in this Towne of Baſiſ he ſaw many rich monu⸗ 
ments, the Towne walled with b2icke, and round about without if, 
goeth a great trench: no Church pleaſed him but the Jeſuits Church, 
which was ſumptuouſly butlded, and (et full of Alabaſter Puillarg x 
Fauſtus demanded of his Spirit how it tooke the name of Baſil? his Spt- 
rit made anſwer,and (aid, Chat befoze this City was founded, there vſev 
a Baſiliſcus, a kind ol Serpent: this Serpent killed as many men, wa: 
men, and childzen, as he toke a ſight of, but there was a knight that 
made himſe lle a couer of Chʒyſtall to come over his head and ſo doune 
to the ground, and being firft conered with a blacke cloth, ouer that hee 
put the Chꝛpſtall, and ſs boldly went to ſa the Batliicus, and finding the 
plate wobers ſh& haunted, her expected her comming, even befoze the 
mouth ot her Cave, where ſtanding a while, the Baliliſcus came fozth, 
who when ſber ſaw her owne venomous ſhadow in the Chzifall, ſhe ſplit 
in a thouſandpeces : wherefoze the Knight was richly rewarded of 
the Emperour : after the which the Knight founded this Towne, bpon 
the place where he had Caine the Serpent, and gaue it the name Baſil in 

remembzance of his derd · 
Ftom Bail, Fauſtus went to Coſtnitz in Sweitz at the head of the 
Rhine, where is a moſt ſumptnous bridge that goeth auer the Rhine, 
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enen from the gates fo the Towne, to the other ſide of the tearne : at 

the head of theKinuer of Rhine, is a ſmall Sea. called of the Dwitzecs,the 
black Sea, twenty ti ouſand paces long, and fifty hundzed paces bead. 
The Towne Coſtnitz taoke the name of this; the ©Tp:rour gaue it to 
a Clowne, foz expounding of his RKtddle, whercfoze the Clowne named 
the Towne Colinicz,that is in Engliſh, coſt me nothing. From Couſttitz 
be came to Vim, wherebee (aw the ſumptagus Tawne-bouſe, bailt by 
two and ifty of the ancient Senato2s of the City: It tooke the name 
of Vim, that the whole Land thereavort ore full of Elmes : but Fau- 
{ns minding to depart from thence, his Spicit (aid bato him, F auſtus, 
thinke of the Towne as thou wilt, it hath thꝛe Dukt domes belonging 
to it, the which they haue vongdt with ready money. Frem Vim hes 
cams unte Weczburg, the chiefc® Towne in Frankland, wherein the 
 Bibop altogether kepeth his Court, thozow the which Zowne paſ- 
ſeth the Ainer of Mayne that runs into the Rhine: thereabgut groweth 
ſtrong and pleaſant wine, the which Fauſtus well pzcnrea: The Caſtle 
ſtandeti on a hill, on the Nozth ive of the Towne, at the foot whereof 
runneth the Kfuer : This Towneis full of veggerly Friers, Nunnes, 
P2ieffs, and Zeſuits, foz there are ſine ſoꝛ 4s of begging Friers, beſides 
thx Cloyſergof unnes: At the fot of the Caſtle ſtands a Church, in 
the which there is an Altar, wyers are ingrauen all the ſoure Elements 
and all tho o2ders and degrees in Peauen,that any man of buderſtanding 
whoſoever that hath a ſight thereof, may ſap, that it is the artificialle® 
thing that ever her beheld. From thence he went to Norenberg, wht® 
ther as he went by the way, dis Spirit infozmed him that the /Towne 
was named of Claudius Tiberius, the Son of Nero the Tyꝛant. In ths 
Towne are ts famous Cathedꝛall Churches,the one called S. Sabolt, 
the other @.Laurcuce: in which Charch ſtandeth all the Religues of Ca- 
rolus Maęuus that is to ſay,his tloake, his boſe, his doublet, bis Bond, 
and Crowne, the Scepter and his Apple: It hath a very glozious gilden 
Conduit in the Parket place of S. Laurence: in which Conduit is the 
Speare that thzuft our Sauiour into the ide, and a pece of the holy 
Croſſe : The wall is called, The faire wall of Forenberg, and hatt 528, 
Streets, 160. Gells, 4 great, and 2 ſmall Clockes, 6 great Dates, 
and two (mall Does, 11 Stone Bzidges, 12 (mall Hills, 10 fairs 
Market plac2s, 13 common Met hovſes, 10 Churches: within the 
Towne are 30 w&les of Water-mills: it hath 132 tall Ships, two 
mighty Towne Walls of hewen Stone and Tarth, with very deepe 
Tienches: the walls haue 180 Towers about them, and foure faire plats 
fozmes, 10 Apathecaries, 10 * common Law. 14 1 
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of Phyſicke. From Norenberg her went te Auſpurg, where at the 
bzeake of dap, he demanded of his Spirit whereupon the Towne fooke 
bis name: This Towne (qrotbbee) bath had manp names, when it 
was firft built, it was called Vindelica : ſecondly, it was called Zizaria, 
tic Aron Bꝛidge; laſtlo, vy the Emperour Octauius Auguſtys, it wag 
called Avguita, and by the cozruption of language the Germans hau 
named it Auſpurę Now foz becauſe that Fauſtus gad bene there befoze, 
be departed ( without ſeeing their PMonuinents) to Rauenſpurg, whcre 
bis Spirit certified hin: that the City dad ſeuen names: the frſt, 
Tyberia: the ſecond, Qadratis: tbs third, Heaſpalis : the fourtꝭ, Regi- 
onopolis: the fifth, Imbripolis : the Eixth, Ratisbona: the laſt, Rauen- 
ſpurg. The tuition of this City pieaſed Fauſtus well, alſs the ſtrong 
and ſumptuous buildings : by the walls thereof runne th the Ringer Da- 
nubia, in Dutcy called D:now, into the which, not farre from the cam 
paſſe of the Cit», falleth n&re hand thzeſcoze other ſmall Auers and 
freſh waters : Fauſtus alſo liked the ſumptuous ſtone Bzidge orer the 
ſame water, with the Church ſtanding thereon, the which was founded, 
Anno 1115. the ume thereof is called &. Remadian: Jn this Towne 
Fauſtus went ints the Celler of an Jnholder, and let ouf all the Beere 
and TUine that was in the Celler. After which feat dee returned into 
Menta in Bavaria, a right Pzincelp Towne : the Towne appeared as if 
it were new, with great ſirets therein both of bzeadth and length: from 
Ment ta Salrsburg, where the Biſbop is alwayes reſident : here ſaw he 
all the commodities that were poſſible to be ſcene,foz2 at the Pill hee ſaw 
the fo2me of a Bell made in Chiſtali (a huge thing to locke bpon) that 
tuery pre greweth bigger and bigger, kp-reaſon of the freezing cold. 
From thence de went to Vienna in Avitria : This Towne is of great 
Antiquitp, that it is not peſſible to flnde the like. In tzis Towne, ſaid 
the Spirit, is moze wine than water, fe2 all under thꝛ ZTowneg are 
wels, the which are filled enerp pere with wine, ano all the water that 
they haus, runneth by the Zowne, that is, the Riuer Danubia. From 
thence he went into rage, the chiefe City in Bohemia: This is dinided 
into the parts, that is, old Prage, new Prage, ane little Prage. Little 
Praꝑe is the place where the @mperours Court ts placed; vpon an ex⸗ 
ceding high mnountaine, there isa Caſtie, where ate two faireCharches; 
tu the one he found a Monument, which might well haue beene amicroz 
fo2 himſelte and that was, the Sepulc her of a notable Conturer, which 
by his Pagick? had ſo enchanted his Sepulche r, that whoſooner ſet foot 
thereon, ſhauld be ſure neuer te dye in their beds. From this Caftle he 
tame downe and went ouer the Bzidge:@This Bʒidge hath ne q 
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in the middle of the bzidge, ſtands a very faire mmommnent,beinga Crofls 
builded of fone, and moſt artificially carued. From thencehe came into 
the old Pcage, the which is ſeparated from the new Prage, with an erte 
ding deepe ditch, and roundabout incloſed with a wall of bzicke ; Unts 
this is adioyning the Jewes Towne, wherein are thirtœne thouſany 
men, wamen,and childzen, all Jewes; there he bicw:v the Colledge and 
the Gardens where all manner of ſauage vealls are nept, 8 from thence 
be fetched a tomp iſſe round about the thzee Towns, wherat de wendzed 
greatly to ſes ſo mighty a City ſtand all within the walls. From rage 
be flelv into the ap2e,and bethought himſe.fe what he might do, oz which 
wap ta take lo he loked round about, and behold hz cſpied a palling faire 
City which lay nat farre from Prage, about ſome foure and twenty 
miles, and that was Brufſuw in Sileſia, in which when hee was entred, 
tt ſemed to him that he dad been in q arad de, ſo neat and c eane was the 
ſtræts, and ſo ſumptuous wos their buildings. In the City he ſaty not 
mary wonders, except the Bz zen Uirgin that ſtande!h en a Bꝛzidge 
over the water. and vnder the wyich ſtande th a mill lie a Powder Sil, 
which Uirgin is made to doe execution bpza thoſe dil obedient Towns: 
boꝛne childzen, that be ſo wild that their Parents cannot bzidle them: 
which when any (ach are found with ſome hainous offenceturning to the 
ame of their Parents and kindzed, they are bzought to kiſſe this 
Uirgin, which openeth her armes, the perſon then ts be executed kifſeth 
her, then doth Ge cloſe her armes together with ſuch violence, tzat hee 
cruſzeth ont the bꝛeath of the party, bzeaketb his bulke,and ſo he dpeth : 
but being dead, ſhe openeth her armes againe end le:teth the party fall 
into the ill, where he is ſtamped in ſmali mozſe is, wel ich tie warer 
cattieth away, ſo tat no part of im is ound agains. From Breiſaw he 
went toward Cracoua, in the King dome of Polonia, Where hee behele 
te Academy, the which pleaſed him Wender fall well. In this City 
te Bing meſt commonly hclpeth his Court at a Caſtle, in whic: Taue 
ate manp famous Sonu ments. Ther? is a moſt ſamptuous Church, 
in tze fame, m Which ftendety a tive all at gilbed, and (ef with rich 
ltones, and cnec it is a conuęp qc e full of al: mu t of titer ognaments 
delonging to tit Peſſe. In the Church bangeth ths rau borcs of a buge 
Dꝛaͤgun that kept the Nockt b foge the Callle wes t difled thet cen. Y; is 
tatl of all warner ot munition, and ratꝭ a waies vida fu; 3. pares to 
(orve 2.thouiend men. Ty zeuh the Towne cunncth a xu. et, called the 
Veitual oz Wiſſell, where euer is a faire weden bzitge. This water di 
uideth the Towne & Clerc, in this Calmere dwelleth tze zewes, being 
a mall walled Towne, by theinſelues, to the number of oc. men, 
F 2 worien, 
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women and child:en : within one mile ot the Towne there is a ſalt Pine 
where they finde tones of pure Salt of 1000 hound, 2000 pound, 02 
moze in weight, and that in great quantity. This Salt is as blacke ag 
the New-cattle coales when it comes ont of the mines, but being beaten 
to powder it is as white as ino. The like they haue foure miles from 
thence at a to vue called Buchms. From thence Fauſtus went to San- 
derz,the Captaine thereof was called Don Spicket Tordan: in this Town 
are many monuments,asthe toinbe and ſepulchze of Chʒiſt, in as ample 
manner as that is at Icruialem at the pzoper cells of a Gentleman that 
went tozite ts Icrufalem from ti at place and retutned againe. Not farre 
rom that Towne is anew Towne, wherein isa Runry of the ozder of 
S. Diocleſian, inte which oder map none come except thev be Gentle. 
women, and well fe zmed, and fa te te cke vpon, the which pleaſed 
Fauſtus well, but hauiag a will to trauell further and to ſeæ meze won 
ders, mounting bp towards the eaſt euer many Lends and Pzouin es, 
as in Hungaria, Tranſy luania, Shede, Ingarz, Sardinia, and ſo into Con- 
ſtantinople, where the Tuckiſi Empcrour kept his Court : this City 
was ſurnamed by Conſtantine the Founder thereof, being builded of 
berp faire Tone. In the ſame, the great Tur ke hath the faire Palaces: 
the walls art ſtrong. the pinacles are very huge, and the frets large, 
but this liked not Fauſtus, that one man might haue ſo many wives ag 
be would: the Dea runneth hard by tbe City, the wall hath 17 gates: 
Fauſtus abode there « cerftaine time, to ſ the manner of the Turkiſh 
Emperoursſernice at his Table, were he ſaw his Kopall ſernice to be 
ſuch, that he thougbt if all the Chziſttan Pꝛinces ſhould barquet toge- 
ther, and every one ado2ne the feat to the bt er moſt, thep were not abit 
ts compare with the Tur ke foz his Table, and the reff of his Country 
ſeruice: wherefaze it ſo ſrighted Fauſtus that he bowed to be revenged 
en him,fe2 bis pomp he thought was mo ze fit ez hi:nſelfe;wherefoze as 
the Tur ke ſate at meat, Fanitus ſhewed hum a little aptfh play:foz round 
about the pziup chamber be ſent fozth flaching flames of- fire, inſomuch 
that the whole company fozſ@ke their meat and fled, ercept onelp the 
Gzeat Znrkehbimſelfe, him Fanitvs charmed in ſuch ſoꝛt that hee could 
neither riſe no2 fall, neither couldany man pull him vp: Mith this 
was the Hall ſo ligbt, as if the un bad ſhinsd in the horſe; then came 
Fauſtus in fame of a Pope tothe great Turke,ſaping, All halle Emps⸗ 
rour, now art thou honoured that J ſ@ wozthily appeare vnto thee as 
thy Mahomer was wont to doe, herenpon he vanilbed, and fozthwith 
it thandzed, that the whole Palace eke, the Turke greatly maruel- 
led what this ſhould be that ſo vexed him, and was perſwabed ak — 
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chiefeft Connſeilours that it was Mahomet his Þzophet which had (s 
appearsd bato them, wherenpon the Turke commanded them to fall 
downe on their knees and to giue him thankes foz doing him ſo great 
honour as to hew himſelfe vnto them': but the nert dap Fauſtus went 
{nts the Caſtle where he kept his {Wines and Concubines, in the which 
Caſtle might no man upon the paine of death come, except thoſe that 


all gc!ded : which when Fau(ias perteiued, be laid vate his Spirit Me- 
phoſtophiles, ho like ſt then this ſpozt : are not theſe faire Ladies 
greatly tobepittied, that thug conſume their youth at the plcaſurc of 
one onely man? hy (quoth the Spirit) mayeT not thou inſteas of the 
Emperour ombzace bis taire Ladies: doe what thy heart aeCreth Lee: 
in, and J will apdthee ; and what thou wiſheft thou (alt have it per» 
f6zmed: whecefoze Fauſtus (being befoze this counfeil apt enough to 
put (ucy matter in pzactice) cauſed a great fagge ts be round about the 
Callle, both within and without, and he himſelfe appeared amongſt the 
Ladies in all paints as they vſed to paint the Mahomer ; at whicy ſight 
the Ladies fell on their knees and wozlſhipped him. Then Faultus take 
the faireſt by the hand, and led her into a chamber, where after his man ; 
ner be fell ts dalliance, and thus he continued a whole dap and a night; 
and when he had delighted himſelfe ſrFictently with her, her put her 


- awap, and made his Spirit bzinghim another ; ſo likewiſe he kept with 


her 24 houres play, cauſing his Spirit to fetch him moſt dainty fare, 
and ſs he paſſed away fix dayes, hauing each day his pleaſure a a ſundzp 
Ladp, and that af the fatreſt: all which time the fogge was ſo tyicke and 
ſo ttinking, that they within the houſe thought that thep had berne in 
hell foꝛ the time, and they without wondzed thereat, in ſucy ſo2t that 
they went ta their pꝛapers, calling on their god Mahomec, and we;- 
ſhipping of his Im ige. MVheretoꝛe the ſicth dap Fauſtus exalted hiunſelfe 
into the ay2e like a Pope, in the ſight of the great Tur ze and his people. 
And he had no ſoner departed the Caſtle, but the forge vaniched away : 
whence pꝛeſentip the Zurke went to his Aiues and \Eoncubincs, de- 
manding of them, if thep knew the ca e why tte Cafte wes wrſet with 
a miſt ſo long: They (aid, that it was the Sd Mah met taanſe;.fe that 
tauſed it. and how he was in tee Caſtle perlonaſly vr fult- daes: and 
foz moze certainty he yath lyen with fr o: »s fir 114.8 one aftci ang» 
ther. The Tur ke hearing this fell downe vpon dis knees, nageue Ma- 
homer thankcs, deſiring him fog to fo2give hin fog he ng odendeo with 
bis viſiting dis Caſtle ano lives thcſe Cx dar es; but tie Cure 
tommanded that theſe: whom Mahomet had lyen by auld bee inaf 
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were appointed by the Gzeat Turke to doe them ſeruice, and ther were 
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ters fully looked vnto, perſwading himſelfe/and ſo did all the whole peo⸗ 
ple that knew of it) that out of them ts Mahomer ſhould be raiſed a migh- 
ty generatfor, but f. ſt he demandcd of the ſix Ladies, if Mahomer had 
not ad uali copulation with them, accozding as earthly men baue : pea, 
my L075 (quoch ene as if pou had benc there pourſeife, you could not 
Le mendcdtt, fo; bee lap with me ſtarke naked, killed end coiled me 
and ſo delighted me, that foʒ mp part J would he came two 02 th:& times 
8 werke to ſerue me in ſuch ſoʒt againe. From thence Fauſtus went tg 
Alxar, the which befoze times was called Chairam oz Memphis. Ja th s 
City the Egyptian Sculdan holdeth his Court. Fromthence the Rincr 
Nilus hath his head and ſpzing, it is the greateft freſh water Riner 
that is in the whole wozld, and alwapes when the Sun is in Cancer, it 
ove: fleweth the whole Land of Ægypt: Then be returned eg une to⸗ 
wards the Pozth-eaft, and te the Towne of Ofcn and Sebata in Hun- 
garia. This Ofen is the chieteſt City in Hungaria, and ſtandeth in a 
fertile ſople, wherein growettz moſt excelirat wine, and not farre from - 
the Tawne there is a well called Zipzar, the water whereof changeth 
Iran into Copper: theceare Pines of gold and ſiluer, and all manner 
of metall: we Germans call this Towne Ofen, but in the Bungarian 
ſpeech it is Start. In the towne ſtandeth a very faire Caſtle, and very 
well foztifled, From thence he went to Auſtria, and thozow Sileſia inte 
Saxony, bnto the Townes of Magdeburg, and Lipzig, and Lubeck. 
Magdeburg is a Bihop:icks: in this City is one of the pitchers loher ein 
Chꝛiſt changed the water into wine at Cana in Galile. At Lipzig nothing 
pleaſed Fauſtus [9 well, as the great Uellellin the Cattle, made of wa), 
the which is bound abont with 24. Iron hoops, and every hoop wrigheu 
two hundz-d pound weight: yon malt gae vpon a ladder thirty tfevs high 
befo2c peu tan looke into it: he ſawalſothenew Chuvrchpard were it 
ie walled, ano Caraeth vpon a faire plaine ; the pard ts 200 paces long, 
andrornd abont the ſide of the wall ar v places ſeparated one from 
cach other, toſ& ©cpulchers in, which in the middſe of the yard, an- 
deth very ſumptusus: therein ſtandeth a Pulpit of white wozke ana gold. 
From thence became fo Lubech and Han. burg, where he made no abode, 
but away zgaine to Erford in Duringen, where hee ited the Freſcold, 
and (tow Ertord he went home ts Wittenberg, when he has ſne and bi- 
ſtted many a ſtrange place, being from home one pe1* t helfe, in which 
tame he w2ought moze wonders than are here declared. 
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CHAP. XXIV. 
How Dod or F a»ſtss had a ſight of Paradiſe. | 
A Fter this,Docoz Fauſtus ſetfozth againe to villt the Countries of 
Spai e, Portugall, France, England, Scotland, Denuarke, Sweden, 
Poland, Muſcouy, India, Cartaia, Affrica, Pertia, and laſtip into Larbaria 
amongſt the Elick-moores. And in all his wandzing, be was deſirous to 
vilit the ancient Monuments and mighty Pils: amongſt the reſt be- 
halding the high Hill called the Treno Reife, was deſirous to reſt vpon 
ft : from thence he went into the Ile of Britaine, wherein he was greatly 
deltgh'ed to ſ& the faire water and warme Bathes, the diuers lots ot 
metall, with many pꝛecious ſtones, and divers other commodities, the 
which Fauſtus h20ught thence with bim: Bee was alſo at the Orchades, 
behinde Scotland, where he ſaw the Tree that bzingeth fozth fcuit, that 
when it is ripe, openeth and falleth into tho water, wherein ingend;eth 
a certaine kind of Fowle and Bird: theſe Jlands are in numbet 3 but 
ten of them are not habitable, the other thirteene are inhabited. From 
thencehe went to the Bill Caucaſus: which is the bigheft in all that T ro- 
pick,it lyethnerc the bozders of Scichya: hereon Fauſtus dd and beheld 
many Lands and Kingdomes. Fauſtus being on ſuch an high hill, thought 
to looke oner all the wozld, and beyond, foz he went to ſ&@ Paradiſe, but 
he dur ſt not commune with his Spirit thercof: and being on the hill of 
Caucaſus, he ſaw the whole Land of India and Scychia, and as he looked 
towards the Eat, hee ſaw a mighty cleate ſtrike of fire comming from 
beauen vpon the earth, euen as it had beene one of the brames of the 
Sunne, de ſaw in the water foure mighty waters ſp2inging : one had his | 
courſe towards [ndia, theſecondtowards Xgypr, the third and fourth 
towards Armenia. When he ſaw theſe he woult needs know of his ſpirit. 
what waters they were, and from wkence tbepcauie : Vis Spieit daue 
himgently an anſwer,faving ; Jt is Pacaviſe that lpeth ſo farce in the 
Eaſt, the Garden that God himſelfe. hath plant.d with all manner of 
pleaſure, andthe flip ſtreames bt pt toe is the Hall oz frnce 


of the Garden, but the c:eare light that thou ſeſt ſo fr off, that is t he 
Angell that hath the cuſtedy therco! with a firp (wozd, and although tbat 
tou thinkeſt thy (elſe to be hard by, tijou haſt pet ſurther thithe t fon 
hence than thou haſt euer bene : the water that thau ſſt diuided in 
foure parts, is the water that iſſue th cut of the Mell ia the miocle of 
Paradiſe : The hrſt is called Ganges oz Piſon; the ſecond Gihon; the 
third ITygris, e the fourth Euphrates: alſo thouſeeft that he ſtandeti vnder 
Libra and Aries right toward the Zeriith, and vpon this firy Wall ſtan 
deth the Angell Michacl with his laming ſwoꝛd to kepe the tre of Liſe, 
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the which he hath in charge but the Spiritfaid fo Fauftus, neither then 
noꝛ 3, no2 any after vs,yea,all men whoſgeuer are denped to biflt it, oz 
tocome any nterer than we be. 


CHAP,XXIV. 
Ofa certaine Comer that appeared in Germany, and how Doctor Fauſtns 
as deured by certaine triends of his, co know the meaning thercot. 


N Germany, oner the Towne of Saint Elzleben was (xne a mighty 

great Comet, whereat the people wondzed: but Doc oz Faultus yes 
ing there, was aſked of certaine of hisfriendshis iudgement oꝛ opini⸗ 
on iu the matter: Whereupon be anſwered, it falleth ont often by the 
courſe and change of the Sun and ont, that the Sun is bader the carth 
and the Mon: abaue: but when the Pons dzaweth agre the change, 
then is the un ſo ſtrong, that it taketh away the light of the Mane, in 
ſuch ſozt as he is as red as bloud ; and the contrary, after they haue 
bene together, the Mone taketh her light agatne from him, and ſo in: 
creaſing in light to the full, He will be as red as the Dunne was befoze, 
and changeth her ſelfe info diners and — colours, of the which 
ſpzingeth a pꝛosigions Ponlker, ez as pon cif it a Comet, which is a 
figure 93 token appointed of God as a fo e warming of his diſpleaſure : 
as at one time he ſendet) hunger, plague, (wozb, z ſuch like, being all 
tokens of his indgement : the which Comet commweth thzovgh the con⸗ 
iunct on of the Sunne and Poone begetting a Ponfker, whoſe father ts 
the Dunne, and whoſe mother ts the Pone, © and (. 


CHAP. XXV. 
Another queſtion put forth to Doctor Fauſtus concerning the Starres. 


Here was a lear ned man of the Mowne of Halberſtat, named N. W. 

who innited D.Fauſtvs fo his Table, but falling into communicatt- 
on befoze Supper was reedp, they looked out of a window, and ſ&ing 
many Stattes in tte Firw*ment, thigman being a Dogoz of Phpück, 
and a god Altrslogian ſatd, D. Fauſtus, I haue inuited pou as mp gueſt, 
bop ing that you will take it in good part with me, and withall Jrequeft 
voa to impait vnto me ſome of pour experience iu the Starres and Pla · 
nets. And ſe ing a Starre fall, e (aid, J pzap pou Fauſtus, what is the 
condition, quality, oʒ greateſt of the Starres in the Firmament-Fauſtus 
anſwered him, Pp friend and bzother, peu (& that the Starres that fall 
from Feaicn.whenthep come te ths Carth, they bee berp (wall to our 
thinking as candles, but being fixed in the Firmament, there are many 
as great as this City, ſome as great as 4 Pꝛouince e Dukedome,other 
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aggreat as the whole earth: other ſome farre greater than the earth :.as 
the length «nd the bzcadth of the Leanen is greater than the earth twelve 
times, and from the heighth of the heauens there is ſcarce any earth to be 
tene, yea, the Planets in the heauens are ſome (s great as this Land, 
ſome ſo great as the whole Empire of Rome, ſcme as Turky, pea ſame 


as great as the whole wozld, | 
CHAP,XXVI. 


How F auſtus was add a queſtion comerning the Spirits that ver men. 


T Hat is moſt true (ſa{th he to Fauſtus) concerning the Starres and 
Planets: but J pzap pou, in what kinde oz manner doe the Spirits 
vſe to vex men lo little by dap, and ſo greatly by night - Docte Fauſtu⸗ 
anſwered, Becauſe, the Spirits are of God fozbidden the light, their“ 
dwelling is in dat kneſle, and the clearer the Sun ſhinelh, the further the 
Spirits haue their abiding fron; it;but ia the night when it is dark, they 
haue theu familiarity and abiding ne te vnto vs men. Foz although in 
the night we ſer not the Dunne, pet the bꝛightneſſe therecf ſo lightneth 

the firft moving ol the Firmament. as it doth here on earth in the day, by 
which reaſon wee are able ts ſ the Stars and Planets in the night : 
Euen lo the rapes of the Sun pierctag bpwards into the Firmament, ige 
Spirits abandon the place, and ſo come nere vs on earth, the darkneſſe 
filling our heads with heaup dꝛeames and fend fancies, with ſhziking and 
crying in many dekozmed apes: and ſometimes when men goe fozth 
without light, there falleth to them a feare, that their haire fandeth on 
end: ſo many fart in their pe, thinking there is a Spirit by him, gra» 
peth o2 feelcth fo2 him, gaing roundabout the houſe in his Ap and many 
ſuch litze fancies: and all this is fog becauſe fn the night the Spirits are 
mozefamiliarly by vs, than we are dedrous of thetr conpany, t to they 
carry vs, blinding vs, and plaguing vs moze than we are able to percetre 


CHAP. XXVII. 
How Doctor Farftus was asked a queſtion concerning the Starres that fall 
from Heauen. 


Octoꝛ Fauſtus belng demanded the cavſe why the Stars fell from 
henden, he anſwered, That it is but our op:nton,fo2 if one Star fal, 
it ts the great iudgement of God vpen bs, as a foze-warning of ſome 
great thing to come: foz when we thinke that a Starte falleth, if is but 
« ſparke that iſtueth from a candle 02 a flame of fire, fo2 1f it were a ſubs 
ſtantiall thing, we Gould not ſa iſgone lole the ſight of them as wee doe. 
And ltkowiſe tf ſo ve that we ſe as it were a ſtteame of fire fall from the 
G Firmament 
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Firmament as it oft hapaeth,retare they tio Starres, but as it wers a 
lame of fire vaniſhing, but the Starres are ſubſtantiall, therefoze are 
they firme and nat falling; if there fall any, it is a ſigae cf ſome great 
matter to come as a ſcourge to a people oz Countt p, and then (uch Stars 
falling, the gates of Heauen are opened, and the clouds (end fozth flods, 
#3 other plagues, to the demage of the whole Land and people. 


CHAP.XXVIIL. 
How F.ufts was asked a queſtion concerning Thunder. 


I N the Ponth of Auguſt, there was over Wittenberg a miahty great 
ligutnung and Thunder, and as D. Fauſtus was ieſting merrilp in the 
artet place, with ce rtaine of his friends and companions, being Php⸗ 
ficians, tvey de red him to tell them the caute of that weather Fauſtus 
anſwered, It hath bene commonly ſer ne herctofo2e,that bt ſoꝛe a Thun 
derclap, fell a ſhower of raine, oz a gale of wind, foz commonly after a 
wind falloweth a rainc,and zfter a rainz a Thunder-clap,ſuch thickneg 
come to paſſe when the foure winds meet together in the Heauens, the 
apʒie clouds are by foʒte beaten againſt the fixed Chꝛyſtal Firmament: 
but when the apꝛie clouds meet with the Firmament, they are congealed, 
and ſo ſtrike and ruſh againſt the Firmament, as great peeces of pce 
when they wart on the water, then each other ſoundeth in our cares, and 
that ws call Thunder, which indeed is none other than you haue heard. 


The third and ft Doctor Fauſtus his merry Conceits, ſewing after what ſart 
be pra@iſed Necromancie in tle Courts of great Princes; and 1iftl; of 
| buy fearefull and ps:1:ful, end, 


CHAP.XXIX. 
How the Emperour Caroks; Quintus requeſted of F.uiflus ro fee ſome of 
his cunning, whereunto he agreed. 


Ve Emperour Charles the fifth of that name, was perſonally with 
the reft of the Noble and Gentlemen, at the Towne of Inzbrack, 
where be kept his Court, vnto the which alſo D. Fauſtus reſozted, and 
being there well knowne of diners Nobles and Gentlemen, he was in- 
uited into the _ ts meat, euen in the pzeſence of the@mperoz, whom 
when the Emperoz ſaw, he loked earneflly on him, thinking him by his 
lokegto be ſome wonderfull fellow : wherefo:ze hee asked one of his 
Nobles whom he ould be:; he anſwered, That he was called D. Fauſtus. 
EWhereupan the @mperoz held his peace vutill he had taken his repaft : 
after which he called vnto him Fauſtus into his pʒiuy Chamber: wyither 
being come, be ſaid bnto him; Fauſtus, J haus heard much of ther, 


that 
thou 
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thon it excellent in the blacke Art, and none like the in mine Empire, 
foz men ſap that thou haſta familiar Spirit with thee, and that thou cant 
dse what thou liſt: it is thercfoze (ſaid the Emperoꝛ) mp requeſt of thee 
that thou let me ſe a pyzofe of thiue erpertente, and J bow vnto thee, by 
the honour of mp Emperiall Trowne none euill ſhall happen vnto ther 
fo2 ſo doing: Berenpon D. Fauſus anſwered his Maieſtp, that vpon thoſe 
conditions he was ready in any thing that he could, to doc his Highnelle 
commandemert in what ſcruicehe wouldappoint him. Well. heare then 
what J ſap(quuth the @mperoz, Being once ſolitarp in my houſe, J cal 
led to minde mine Elders and Ance ſtozs, hob it was poſſible foz them ta 
attaine vnto ſo great a degree and autho zitp, yea ſo high, that we the ſuc« 
ceTo2g of that linc are neuer able to come neere. As fog example, tte great 
and mighty Panarchof the Wozld Alexandee Magnus, wagſucha Lan: 
terne and ſpectacle to all his ſucceſſoʒs. as the Chꝛonicles makes mention 
of ſo great riches, conquering and ſubdulng ſo many Kingdomes, the 
which J and thoſe that follow me (I feare) ſhallnever be able to attaine 
bnto : wherefo2e Fauttus, mphearty deſire is, that thou wouldeſt vouch 
ſafe to let me ſe that Alexander t his Paramonr, the which waspzaiſed 
to be ſo faire; and à pꝛay the ſhe lo me them infuchſozt, that A map ſ& 
their perſonages, hape, geſture, and apparell as they vſedin their life 


time, and that here befoze my face, to that end that J may ſay, 3 haue mp. 


long deſire fnlfilled, and to pꝛaiſe the to bee a fameus man in thine Art 
and ex pectenc . D. Fauſtus anſwered, Þp molt excellent Lod, Jam rea- 
dy to accompliſh pour requeſt in all things, ſe farre fozth as J and my 
Spirit are able to perfoꝛme:pet pour Paieſty (hall know, that thetc dead 
bodies are not able ſubſtantialiy to be bzought befoze pon, but ſuch Spi- 
rits as haue ſeene Alexander and his Paaramonr aliue,ſball appeare vnta 
peu in wanner aud foꝛm as thep both liued in their moſt louriſhing time: 
and berewtth J hope to pleaſe pour Jmperiall Paieftlp. Then F.uſtus 
went a little aſide to ſpeale to his Spirit, but he returned again pꝛeſent 
ly,ſaying;nsw if it pleaſe your Paieſty pou ſhall ſ& them, pet vpon this 
condition, that pou demandnogueſtion of them, noꝛ ſpeake vnto them, 
which the Cmperoz agreed bnto. Waherewith Deo Tauſtus opened the 
pꝛiuy Cham ex doe, where pꝛeſently entred the great and mighty Em⸗ 
peroz Alcxander Magnus, wall things to looke vpon as if he had beene 
aliue, in pꝛopoꝛ tion a ſtrong ſet thicke man, of a middle ſtature, blacke 
haire, and that both thicke and curled, head and beard, red cheekes, and 
a boat face, with eyes like a Baſiliske, he had a comp'cat harncde bur- 
niſhed and grauen erceeding rich tolagke upon, and ſo paſſing towards 
the Empetoz Carvlns, hæ made low and reugtent curtefie; whe = 
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the Emperoꝛ Carolus would haue tod vptoreceine and greet him with 
the like reverence ;' but Fauſtus tote held on him, and would not permit 
him to doe it. Shzotly after, Alexander made humble revercace, and 
went aine : and comming to the docze his Patramour met him, the 
commine in, made the Cmperour likewiſe reverence: (be was clothed 
in blew veluet,wzouabt and imb3oidzed withPeacles and Gold, ſhe was 
alſa excellent faire, like milke and bloud mixed, tall and dender, with a 
f ce round as an apple, and thus poſſed certaine times vp anddowne the 
bouſe ; which the @mperoz marking. ſa d to himſelſe, Now haue Jſene 
two perſons, which my heart hath leng wiſhed to behsld: and ſure it can 
not otherwiſe be (ſaid he to himſelke) but that the Spirits haue changed 
themſelnes into theſe loꝛmes, and haue but dece:ned me, calling ts mund 
the woman that raiſed the Pꝛophet Samuel: and foꝛ that the Emperour 
would be the moze ſatis Red in the matter, he ſaid, J haue often heard, that 
behind in her necke ſhe had a great wart oz wen; wherefoze he toke Fau- 
{tus by the hand without any woꝛds, and went to ſa if it were aiſo to be 
ſene on her oʒ not, but ſhe perteiuing that be came to her, bowed downe 
ber yecke, where he ſaw a great wart, and here upon ſh& vaniched, lea« 
ting the Emperoz,and the reſt well contented. 
CHAP.XX 2X 
How Doctor F.uiſius in the fight of the Emperour, coninred a paire of 
Harts hornes upon a Knights head, that ſlept out at a Caſement. 

Hen Doctoz Fauſtus had actompliſhed the Emperoꝛs deſire in 
all things as he was regueſted,he went fozth into a Gallerp, and 
leaning ouer a raple to looke into tbe p2inp garden, hee ſaw many of the 
EmperszsCorrtiers walking and talking together, and ca ſting his epeg 
now this wap,now thit wap, he eſpied a night leaning out at a window 
of the great Hall, who was faſt a pe uz in thoſe dapes it was hot but 
the perſon hal: be nameleſſe that lept,fog that he was a Knight. Though 
it was all done to the little diſgrace of the Gentleman: it pleaſed Dogoz 
F anitos (thzongb the helpe of his Spirit Mephoftophiles)to firme vpon 
his head as he fle pt, an huge paire of Barts hoznes, and as the Knight 
awaked, thinking to pull in his head, he bit his hoznes againſt the g aſſe, 
that the panes thereof flew about his cares. Thinke here hob this god 
Gentleman was vexed, foz he could neither get back ward noz foz ward, 
which when the Emperour heard, all tbe Ceurtie 8 laught, and came 
fazth to ſeæ what was happened. The Emperoz alſo when tze vehele tie 
Lmght with ſo fatre a head, laughed beactily thereat, and was there* 
withall well pleaſed: at laſt Fauſtus made him quit of his b63ncs againe, 
but thc Knight perceiued not ho lu they came. |

How the aboue mentioned Knight went about to be reuenged uf Df wr 
F.»ftns, 

Cad oz Fauſtus twke his leane of the Cmperoz, and t2e rell of the 

Courtiers,at whoſe departure they wer: ſo2rp, giving dim many 

rewards and gifts: but being a league and a halie from the Citp, he came 

tnts a wood, where be beheld the Knight that hee had ie ted with at the 

Court, with others in harnefe,mounted vpon faire Palfrapes,and run- 

ning with full charge towards Fauſtus, but he ſæing their intent, ran to- 

wards the Buſhes, and befoze he came among the Buſhes hes returned 

'againe, running as it were to meet them that chaſed him; whereupon 

ſuddenly all the Buſhes were turned into Hozſemen, which alſo ran to en- 

gounter with the Knight and his company: and comming to them, thep 
incloſedthe night and the ce ſt, and told them that they muſt pay their 
ranſome beſo2e they departed: whereupon the Knight ſe ing himſelfe 
in ſuch diſtrefle, beſonght F auſtus to be good to th in, which hee denyed 
not, but let them looſe ;pet he ſo charmed them, tyat euc ty one, Knight 
and o ber, fo the (pace of a whole month, did weare a paue of Goats 
h2nes on their vzowes, andeuerp Palfrap a paire of Dxe hoznes on his 
head, and this wes their penance appointed by Fauſtus. 

CHAP. XXXII. 

How three young Dukes being together at Wittenberg to behold the 
Vniuerſity, requeſted Fauſus to helpe them at a with to the Town. of 
Munchen in Bauaria, there to ſce the Duke of Bavaria his founcs wed- 
ding. N 

\ Bz& woꝛthy young Dukes, the which are not here to bee named, 

but being Students altogether at the Univerſity of Wi enberg, 

met ona time all together, where thep fell to reaſon g concerning the 
pompe and bzanery that ſhould be at the City of Mpnchen in Bauaria, 
at the wedding of the Dukesſonne, wiſhing themſelues there but one 
halfe houre to ſe the manner of their iolity: to v hom one replyed, (ap 
ing to the other two Gentlemen, if i: ple aſc vou to give me the hearing, 

J will gine pou good counſell, that you map ſ& the wedding and be here 

againe to night; and this is my meaning; let vs lend to Dottoz Faultus, 

make him a pꝛeſent ot ſome rare thing, and to open ont minds vnto him, 
deſiring him to aſliſt vs in our enterpʒiſe and aſſure pe he will not deny 
to fulfill our requeſt : beceupsn thep all concluded, ſent fog Fauitus, told 
him their mindes and gaus him a gift. and invited him to a ſumptuons 
banquet, wherewith Fauſtus was well contented, and p2omiſed to fur- 
ther their tourney to the vttermoſt: and when the time was come that 
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the thꝛe young Gentlemen came into his houſe, commanding tbem that 
they would put on their beſt apparell, and adoʒne themſelu. s as richly ag 
t.;ep could: he toke off his ane great large cloake, went into the garden 
that wag :diopning bnto his houſe, and ſet the thze poung Dukes en his 
cloake amdhehimſelſe ſate in the middeſt, but hee gaue them in charge 
that in any wiſe they ſhould not once open their mouthe s to (peake, oz 
make anſwer to any man ſo ſane as they went out, not ſo much as if the 
Puke of Bauaria oz his Sonne ſhould ſpeake to them, 02 offer them cur · 
teſte, they ſhould gine no woꝛd oꝛ anſwer againe : to the which thep all 
agreed. Theſe conditions being made, D. Fauſtus began to coniure; and 
_ on aſuddenaroſe a migbty wind, heaning vp the cloake, and ſo carried

off againe,the ather two with D. Fauſtus were againe pꝛeſentliy at Wir- 
teuberg; but he that remained was taken and laio in pꝛilon, wherefoze 
tho other two Gentlemen were verp (ozrowful foz their friend, but Fau- 
Aus comfozted them, pzomifing that on the mozrow he ſhould alſs bee at 
Wittenberg. Now all this while was the Duke taken in great feare,and 
ſtricken into an erceding dump, wondzing with bimſelte that his hap 
was ſo hard to be left behinde, and not the reft;and now being locked ana 
watched with ſs many kœpers, there were allo certaine of the Gueſts 
that fell to reaſoning with him to know what he was, and allo what the 
other were that were bamſhed away : but the pooze p2iſoner thought 
with himſelfe,if J open what they are, then it will be eil alſa witq me, 
wherefoze al this while he gaue no man any auſ wer, ſo that he was there 
a whole dap andgane na mind wo2d: wherefoze the old Duke gave in 
charge that the next mozning they ſhauid racke him vatill hee had — 
| | felled ; 
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fefſed : which when the yonng Duke heard be began to ſoz robo, and to ſap | 
wit himſelfe, it may be tyat to moʒtołw (if D. Fauſtus come not to aro | - 
me hall J be racked and grienoufly tozmentedzinſonwch that 3 ſhall ve | 
conftrained by loꝛce to tell moe than willingly J would do: but he com⸗ 
fozted himſelfe, wity hope that his friends would intceat D. Fauſtus a- 
bout his delnerance,as alſo it came to paſſe: fog that befoze it mes dap, 
eto; Fauttus was by him, and he coninred them that watched him inte 
ſuch a heaupfleep,that he, with his charmes made open all the lecks in tbe 
pziſon,and therewithall bzought the poung Duke againe in ſafety to the 
reſt of his fellowes and friends, where they pꝛeſented Favitus with a 
ſumptudus gift,andſo departedone from the other,

ö is a common Pꝛouerb in Germany, that although a Coniurer haus 
all things at commandement, the dap will come that he ſhall not bee 
woꝛth a penny: ſo is it like to fall out with Doo; Fauſtus tn pzemiflng 
the Di ral ſo largelp: 6 as the Deuill is the Authoz of lpes,even ſo he led 
F auſtus his mind in pꝛactiſing of things to deceiue the people, «© blinding 
them, wherein he take his whole delight, therein to bzing himſelfe to 
riches, pet notwithſtanding in the end he was never the richer. And al⸗ 
though during fours and twentp peares of his time that the Deuill ſet 
him, he wanted nothing, pet was he beſt pleaſed when he might decotus 
any body: ſoꝛ out of the mightieſt Potentates Courts 1nallthoſeTouns 
tries, he wouldſendhis @pirtt-to fetch away their beſt chere: And on 
a time, being in his merriment, where hee was banquett:ing with other 
Studen's man Inne, thereunto reſozted many Jewes, which when 
Doctoz t auſtus perceived, he was minded to ptay ſome merry ieſt to de- 
teiue & Ja w, deſit ing one of them tolend him ſome money fo2 a time, the 
Jew was content, and lent Fauſtus thzœſcoze dollers foz a month, which 
time being expired, tde Jew came foz dis monep and inte: eſt. Kut Doctoz 
Fauſtus was neuer minded fo pay the Jew againe : at length the Jew 
comming home to bis houſe, and calling impoztunately foz his money, 
Deco; Fauſtus made him this anſwer : Jew, Jhaug no mony-no; know 
AJ hob to pap the; but notwithſtanding to the end that thou mayeſt bee 
contented, J will cut off a limbe of my bodp, be x arme 02 legge,andthe 
ſame thou ſhalt haue in pawne fog thy money: pet with this condition, 
that when J (hall pay the thy monep againe,then thou ſhalt giue me mp 
limbs. The Jew that was never friend te a Chaiſhan, thought with 
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himſelſe, This is a fellow right fo2 my purpoſe, that will lap his limbs 
to pawns foz monep, and was therewith very well content: wherefo 
Doctoz Fauſtus :ooke a Saw, and therewith ſermed to cut off his egg? 
(being notwithſtanding nothing ſo.) Mel. he gaue it totbe Jew, yet vy- 
on this condition, that when he got monep to pav, the Jew ſhould deltuer 
hum his legge, fo the end he might ſet it vp againe, The Jew was with 
thts matter very wellpleaſed, tooke his legge and departed : and hauing 
farre home, be was ſomewhat wear, and by the wap he thus bethaught 
him: dat helpeth me a Kknaneslegge ? if J would carry it home, it 
would ſtiake, and ſo inte mp houſe : beſides, it is too dard a pæte of 
wozke to ſet it vp againe: wherefoꝛe what an Alle was F auſtus to lap fo 
deare apawne toſo ſmall a ſumme ofmony : and fo2 my part, quoth the 
Zew to hunlelfe, this will neuer p;ofit me any thing, æ with thoſe wozdg 
he t aſt the leg away from him into a ditch. All this Doctoz Fauſtus knew 
right well, therefoze within ther dapes after, he ſent fo2'the Jew to 
make him payment of his ſixty dollers : the Jew came, and D. Fauſta;

Che Jew fell to intreat p2omiling him 
to give him what monp he would aſke, if he would not deale ſtraightly 
with him: wherefoze the Jew was conſtratned to giue dim ũxty dollers 
moꝛe to be rid a him, and pet Faaltus had his leg on, foz he had hut blin- 
ded the Jew. |

body. inſomuch that the Pozſe-courſer fell backewards in the place, then 
began Deo? Fauitus to cry with an open thzeat, he bath murtyered me: 
Pereat the Yozſe-courfer wag afraid, and gaue the flight,thinking none 
other with þimſclfe but that he had pulled his legge from his bodp, by 
this meanes Dod oz Fauſtus kept his monep.

whercfozs J ſent him into thoſe Count ties, who hath bzougyt this fruit 

as you ſee ; whereat the Duke was ia grest admiratton. 


CHAP. XL. 
How Doctor Fvftwe through his charmes made a great Caille in preſence 
of the Dake of Anholt. 


Oct oz Fauſtus deſired the Duke of Ankolt ta walke a little fozth 1 

the Court with him ; whorefoze they went together into the feld, 
where Docto: Fauſtus (thzough his skill) had placed a mighty Calle, 

which when the Duke law, he wondzed thereat, ſo dit the Du: cheffe,aud 
all the behslders, that on that hill wich is called Rohumbuel, - ſhonid on 
the ſudden be ſo faire a Caſtle. At laſt Dogs; Fauſtus deſired the Duke 
and the Dutchelle to walke with him into the Caſtle. which they denied 
not. This Caſtle was (0 wonderfull ſtrong, hauing about it a creat deep 
trench of water the which was full of lich, e al marmer of water fowles, 
as @wannes, Ducks, Gele, Bitters and ſuch lige. About the wall was 
five ſtone doꝛes, t to othet dwzes,alſo within was a great open Court, 
wherein wers iuchanted all manner of wilde beaſts, eſpecially luch as 
were net to bs found in Germany : as Apes, Beares, Buffes,Aatelsps,e 
many other tc ange bes fts: Alſo there were Barts; Prnds, Nor buckes 
and Does, wild Swine: All menner of Land at any man could 
thinke on, which flew from one tre to ansther. After ail this bee ſet his 
guefts to the Table, being the Suse and Dutcheſle, with all their traime, 
foz he had p2cutded them a moſt ſumptuous Feat, Loth ot meat and allo 
of anp kinde of dzinke; foz he ſet nine eſſe of incat vyon the boꝛ d at 
once, and all this muſt hits Wagner doe, to place all tyings on the band, ttze 
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which was h2zanght vats him by the Spirit, inviſtble, of all things heir 
bearts could aeſtre, as wilde fowle, Weniſenand all manner of dainty 
Filh that could be thought on: cf Mine alſo great plenty, and of diue ts 
ſo:ts, French wine, Cullen wine, Crabalbir wine, Kheniſh wine, Spa⸗ 
mth wine, Hunga tian wine. Mat zburg wine, Malmſep and Sack: In 
the whole there were a 100, Cans ſtanding round abort the houſe. This 
Sumptuons honquet the Duke tooke thankfullp, and afterwards he de⸗ 
parted hoincwards,e's (heir thinking they had neither eaten oz dzunke: 

But as they wcre in 
their Palace t*ep ſołed towards the Caſtle, and beheld it all on a lame 
of dre, and a'l thoſe wich ſaw it. wondꝛed to heare ſo ſtrange a noyſe ag 
if it had bæ ne great Pꝛdnance ſbould haue beene hot off: and thug the 
Caftie bu nco «nd conſumed cleane awap.

Fan- 
ſto: and his compayp to dꝛinking and ſ willing, not of the woꝛſt but of the 
be ſt. And as they were merry in the Celler. came downe to dzaw o zink 
the Bilhops-Butle:: which when he perceived ſo many perſons there, he 
crred with a loud boite, The ves, therue s. T his ſpighted Doctoꝛ Fauſtus 
wonderfuily,wher ef»2e he made cue tp one of his tompanp to fit on their 
Þolly-wand and ſo vaniſhes away: and in pariing, D. Fauſtus tooke the 
Butler by the haire of the head, and cart ied him awap with them vntill 
they came to amiahty bigh lopped træ. and on the top of that huge tre he

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Fauſtus departed to his houſe where they tooke their valete one of ano- 


ther, dzinking the Mine which they had ſtolne in great hotties of glaſſe 


Che Butler that had held himſeſt by the hands 
vpon the lopped tree all the night, was almoſt frozen with cold, elpying 
the day, and (@ing the tree of ſo huge great highneſſe, thought with dim · 
ſelfe it is imPoſſible to come off this tree without pecill of death ; at 
length her eſpyed certaine Clownes which were paſſing by, he cried, Foz

foze Dodo; Fauſtus comfo; ted his gueſts, ercuſmg himſelfe p they No'e 
bpon him ſo ſuddenlp, that he had not iciſure to pꝛouide fe them ſo well 
as thep were wozthp: but my god frienvs(qusth he) accoꝛding ta the vſe 
of our Country, we muſt dʒinke all this nigbt. and ſo a dzanght of the beit 
ine to bedwardu commendable. Fog pou know that in great Poten- 
tates Ceurts, they ble as tis night great Feaſting, the like wil J do fo; 
pou: fez J haue thz& great laggons of Mine, the firſt is full of Hunga⸗ 
tian Mine, containing eight aallons;theſecond of Italian Mine, coatai⸗ 
nirg ſeuen gallons; the thiro containing fir gallans of Spaniſh ins, 
all the which we will tipple out befeze it be dap: beſides we he ue fifrene 
diches of uieat the which mp Spit it Mep hoſtophiles hath fetch! ſo farre, 
that it was cold befoge he bʒongyt it, and they are all full of the daintic f 
things that ones heart can deuiſe, bat (ſaith Fauſtus) J my ſt n le tt ein 
hot agatne : and pou may beiœui me Eentlemen, thot this is vo blinuing 
of you, weereas vou thinie that this is no naturaii Avd,verily it is as d 
and as pleaſant as ener ꝑ ou eat. A9dhauing ended his tale, he commone 
3 de d 
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ded his boy to lay the cloth: which done, hee ſerned them with fiftene 
Melle of meat, hating thꝛe diſdes in a Pelle, the which were all man» 
ner of Ueniſon. and dainty wild fowle,and foʒ Wine there was no lack, 
as Italian Mine, Pungarian Mine, and Spaniſh Wine:and when they 
were all made dzunke, and that they had almoſt eaten their god chere, 
they began to ſing and dance bntill it was day; and theu they departed, 
tuerv one to his owne habitation : at whoſe departing, Doo; Fauſtus 
deſired them to be his guets againe the next dap faliowtng. 


CHAP. XLIII. 


How Doctor F auſftus feaſted his gueſts on the Aſh-wednelday, 


V Pon Achivedneſday came vnto Doctoz Fauſtus his bidden gueffs 5 
Students, whom he feaſted very tovallp, iuſomuch that they were 
all full and luſtv, dancing and ſinging as the night befoze: and when the 
bigh glaſſes and goblets were carouſed one ts another, Doo Fauſtus 
began to plap them ſame pꝛettpy feats, inſomuch that round abont the 
Hall was heard moſt pleaſant muſicke, and that in ſund y places: in this 
cozner a Lute, in another cozner a Coznet.in another a C ithern,Clart- 
golos, Parpe, Poznepipe; in fine, all manner of Muſiche was heard 
there in that inſtant, whereat all the glailes and goblets,cups, and pots, 
dilbes, and all that ſtod on the boezd, began to danct; then Doc oꝛ Fau- 
ſtus toke ten ſtens pots, and bet them downe on the flwze, where p2e- 
ſently thep begon to dance, and to ſmite one againſt the other, that the 
dine ts flew roand about the whole bouſe, whece«.t the whole company 
fell a laughing+» Then he began another ieſt, beſet an Inſtrument on the 
table, andcanſeda monſtrous great Ape to teme amongũ them, which 
Ape began to dance and ſkip, ewing them many merrp cenceits. Jn 
this and ſuch like paſtime, they paſſed away the whole dap. where night 
being come, Dost 2 Fauſtus bade them all to Supper. which they lightly 
agt ed vnto, foz Students in theſe caſes are eaſilo intreated ; wherefoze 
he pꝛomiſed to feaſt them with a banquet of Fowle, and afterward they 
would goe all about with a maſke: then D. Fauſtus put fo2th a long pole 
out ot the window, whereupon pꝛeſentip there came innumerable of 
birds and wild fowle, and ſo man as came, had not the power ts fiye 
awap egiine, but hs toohe them and flung them to the Students, who 
lightly pulled off the neckes of them, and being rofted, they made their 
Sapper : which being ended, they made themſeines ready to the maſks, 
D. Fauſtus cammandad every one ts put on a cleane ſhirt ouer — 

cloathes : 
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clothes: which being done. they looked one bpon another, it ſ&med to 
tach one of them they had no heads, and ſs they went fozth vnto certaine 
of their neighbours, at which light the people were wonderfully afrapd. 
And as the vſe of Germany is, that whereſocuera Paſke entreth, ihe 
good man ol tt e heuſe muſt feaſt them: ls when theſe Paſkers were ſet 
to their banquet, they ſemed againe in their fozmer ſhape with heads, 
inſomuch that thep were all knowne what they were; and hauing ſate 
and well eat and dzunk, Dogoz  auſtus made that enerp ene had an Aſſes 
head on, with great and long eares: ſa they fell to dancing, and to dzive 
awap the time vntil it was midnight, and then eue ry one departed home: 
d afleone as they were out of thehouſe, each one was in his nature 4 
apt againe, and ſo thep ended, and went to fleepe. 


CHAP. xLIV. 
How Doctor Fuſtus the day following, was feaſted of the Students, and 
of his merry ĩeſts with them while he was in their company. 


Be laſt Bace hanalia was held on Thurſdap, where inſued a great 

1 Snow, and D. Fauſtns was inuited vnto the Students that were 
with him the dap befogze, whcre they had pzepared an excellent banquet 
fo2 him, which banquet being ended, D. Fanſtus began toplay his old 
pꝛanks, and fozthwith were in the place thirt&ne Apes, that twke hands 
and danced round in a ring together, then they fell to tumbling and va w 
ting one over another, that it was mot pleaſant to behold, then they lea- 
ped out of the window and vaniſhed awap: then they ſet befe2ze Dee; 
Fauſtus a toſted Calues head, which one of the Students cut a perce of, 
and laid it on Doto; Fauſtus his trencher, which pete being noſfaener 
latd downe, but the Calues head began to try mainly ont like 2 man, 
Mur ther, murther, out alas, what doft theu fo me:? whereat they were 


all amazed, but after a while, conſidering of Fauſtus his iefing tricks, 


they began to laugh. and then they pulled in ſunder the Caines h ad, and 
eat it bp: TUheceupon De do Fauſtus aſked leave to depart, but᷑ they 
would in no wiſeegrt᷑ te let himgoe, ercept that he would pʒemiſe to 
come againe pꝛeſentip: then Fauſtus thꝛongh his cunning made a ſled 6, 
the wych w- s dzawne abeut the houſe with foure flerv Dagens: tits 
was fearcfull foz the @tudents ts behold, fo2 they ſaw Fauttus ride vp 
and downe as though he (ſhould haue fired and 04,2 all tem in the houſe, 
This ſpazt continued vntiil mionight, ait facy a noyſs, that thee cold 
not he are one another, and the dt ads of the Students were (o light, 


that they tgaught themſetues to be in the apze all that time. Wy = 
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CHAP.XLV. 
How Doctor F aſt: ſnewed the faire Helena vnto the Students, vpon the 
Sunday tollowing. 


F* He Sundap following came thoſeStvdents home toDocto2 Fauſtus 
bis wae houſe and bzought their meat and dzink with them: theſe 
men wete right welcome gueſts vnto Fauſtus, Wyerefoze thep all fell to 

zinking Wine ſmothly : and being merrp, they began ſome of them to 
talke oi the beauty of women, and euery one gaue fozthhig verdict what 
be had ſæ ne, and what he had heard: So one among the refl ſaid, neuer 
to :8 lo dellrous of any thing in this wozld, as to haue a light, (if it were 


pollible ) oł faire Helena of Greece, fo whom the wozthy Towne of Troy 


was de ſtroyed and raſeddowne to the ground, therefozeſaith he, that in 
all mens iudgement ſhes was mozo than tommonlp faire, becauſe that 
when che was ſtoine away from her husband, there was fog her recoue* 
rp is great bloudſhed. 

Do@oz Fauſtus anſwered , foz that pou are all my friends, and are ſs 
deſirous to ſe that ſtately pearle of Greece, faire Helena, the Wife ts king 
Merelaus, and daughter of Tendalus and Leda, ſiſter to Caſtor and Pollux, 
who was the fatreſt Lady in all Greece: J will therefoze bing her int 
pour pzeſcnce perſonally,and in the ſame tome and attirt as lhe died to 
goe when che was in her chisteſt lowerg,and pleaſanteft pꝛime of ponth, 
The like haue 3 done fo; the Emperour Carolus Magnus, at his deſire J 
ſh. wedhim Alexaader the Gzeat, and his Paramonr : but (ſaid Poco 
F4auitus) Icharge pou all that bpon pour perils pou [peake not a wozd, 
noz riſe vp from the Table ſo long as (be is in pour pꝛeſence. And ſo he 
went out of the Yall, returning p2eſently againe:after whom immediat 
ly followed the faire ano beautifull Helena, whoſe beauty was ſuch,that 
the Students were all amazed to ſ& ber, eſta ming her cather to bee an 


* heavenly than an earthly creature: This Lady appeared lefoze them in 


a molt tich Golune of purple belnat, coſtly inbzopdered: her haire hanged 
dolone loſe, as faite as the beaten gold, and ot ſuch length, that it rea: 
ched dowae to her hammes, dauing moſt amozons cole-blacke epes, a 
ſweet ano pleaſant round face, with lips as red as a Therry,her chækes 
of a roſe colour, ber mouth (mall, her necke white like a wan, tall and 
lender of perſonage : Ja ſumme, there was ne imp rfect place in her:the 
loaked round avont with a rolling Pawkts epe, a (miltag and wanton 
coutenance. b ict nere hand inflamed the hearts of all the Students, 
bnt that they perſwaded themſelues (he was a @pirit, which made them 


lightly paſſe away ſuch fancies: and thus tafre Helena and Fauſtus went 
og 
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ont againe one with another. But the dt.. ts, as Fauſtus entring into 
the Hall again, reque ſted him to let them (e& her agains the ne t dap, fo 
that they would bzing with them a Painter to take a Counterfcit, which 
bo denied, affirming. that he could not alwaics raiſe bp her @picit, but 
onelp at certaing times: pet, ſaid he, J will gine vato pou her Countes- 
feit, which hall be as good to pon, as if your (elfe ſhovid ſe the dzawinn 
thereof, which thev receiued acco2ding to his pꝛomiſe, but ſone after los 
it againe. The Students ded ax ted from Fauius to their ſcuerall ob- 
gings, but none of them caule ſlæp that night. foꝛ thinking on the beauty 
of faire Hellen: therefoze a man map ſæ, that the Denill blindeth and in⸗ 
dameth the heart oftentimes with luft, that men Fall in love berth Bet 
lots, whercbp their minds can afterwards be hardly cemoned. 


CHAP.XLVI. 
How Doctor Fauſt us contured away the foure wheeles from a Clownes 


Waggon. 


29 Fauſtus was ſent fog to come ts the Barſhall of BPrunſwick, | | 
who was maruellauũy trovited with the falling Sickneſſe: go 
Fauſtus had this qualitp, he ſeldome rid, but commonly walkt on tot te 
eaſe himſelke when he lift; And as hee came nere vato the Zowne of 
;3runſwick, there auertooke him a Clowne with fours Pozſes and an 
emptp Waggon:to whom D. Fanſtus(teRting to try him) laid vatobim;J 
ꝑꝛay the cad fellow,letweridcalittie to caſe mp weary legges: which 
the bulſardly Alle denied ſaying, that his hozſes were weary e be would 
not let hun get vp: Dogoz Fanitus did this but to pz 2ne this Clowne iti 
there werd anß courteſte ts be found in him if need were: but ſuch chur· 
lichnelle is commonly found among Clownes, but he was well reqrited 
by Fauſtus, euen with the like payment, foz he ſaid vnto him, Thou del ⸗ 
tiſh Clowne, vopdof all humanity, (&1ing thouatt of lo chucliſha diſps» 
tion, J will pay thee as thou haſt deſerued: fo2 the foure wh les of thy 
TWaggon thou Walt haue taken from the, let ine ſee then how thon caaſt 
hilt: hereupon his whales were gone, his hozſes alſo fell downe to the 
ground as though thep he d baene dead: whereat the Clowne wis ſoze . 
affrighted, meaſuring it a iuſt ſcourge of God fog his ſinp es, and churliſh- 
velle; wherefozc with trembling and wapling, he humbly beſought Da» 
oz Fauſtus to be god vnto him. conicTing he was wogthy of it. notwiths 
ſtanding if it pleaſed him to (c2giuc hun, he Wenld hereafter doc better; 
which ſubmuſion made i auitus heart to repent, anlwerirg him on this 
manner: Mell. doe ſo no moꝛe, but when apooze man wteftret;) thee, ſex 
that thou let hun ride: but pet hou ſhalt not gos altogether cleate fog 
3 aitgough | 
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althcrgh chou haue againe thy foure whe les. pet halt thou fetch them at 
the lou e gates of the City; ſo he thꝛe w duſt on the hozſes, and reuined 
tho againe, en the Clowne fo tis churliſhnefle was feine to fetch his 
_ ozelcs, ſpendtng bis time with wezrinelſe, where-'s il vefsze bee had 

lbewed little kinoneſſe, he might quietly baue gone abort his buunelle. 


CH AP. XLVII. 


How foure Tuglers cut one anothers head off, and fer them on againe, and 


F irs deceĩued them. 


Oc oꝛ Fauſtus came in tte Lent bnfo Franklan) faire, where his 

Ppirit Mephoſtophiles gaue tim to vndecſtond; that in gn Ine 
were foure Juglers that cut ane onothtrs head off: and after their cut- 
ting off,ſent them to the Sar ber to be trunmed, wrich many people ſaw: 
Thus angred Fauſtus, fo; he meant to haue himſelfe tte onely cocke in 
the demis ballet, and went to the place where ther were ta begold them; 
and as theſe Juglers were together, ready one ts cet off anothers head, 
there ſtod alſo the Bacbet ready to tcim them and by them vpon the ta» 
ble fed likewiſe a glafſe full of ſtilled water, and he that was the chiefeſt 
amongſt them ſtood byit Thus thep began, they ſmote off the head cf 
the firſf, and pzeſcntlp there was a Lilly in the glaſſe of diſlille d water, 
where Fauſtus perceu:ing this Li ly as it was ſpzinging, and the chiefe 
Jogler named it the Tree of Life, ttua dealt he with toe fit ſt, making 
the Berber waſh ond ct mut his head, and then he let it on againe; pꝛe 
ſently the Lilly von ed amap out of the water, hereat the man had his 
dead whole andſannd againe; the like did tbey with the other two : and 
as the tarne and lot cane to the chiefe Jrigier, that he alſo ſhauld be be+ 
headed, and that this . illy was moſt pleaſant, f:tre, and flouvilhing 
grene, they ſmote his head off; and when it came to e barved, it tous 
bled Fauſtus his conſcience. inſemuch that he couid not ahide fo ſee ang» 
tzer dee anything,foz he te ouadt himſelfe to de the p2inclpall Coniurer 
in the weꝛld: wherefoz2e Polo? Fauſtus went to the table whereas the 
other Juglers kept that Lilip,and ſo he tok a ſmall knife and cut off the 
ſtalke of the Lilly, ſaying to himſe!*c, None of them ſhould blino Fu- 
us : yet no manſaw Fauſtus to cut the Lilly ; but wren tbe reft of the 
Juglers te ought to have {et on their Maſters head, they could not: 
wherefoze thep looked on the Lilly, and found it bler ding: by this means 
the Jugler was beguiled, and ſo dycd in his wickodneſſe ; pet not one 


thought that Dectoz Eauſtus had dane it.

Sd Chziftian,an boueſt and vertuous old man a lotet of the hoty 
Scriptires, who was neighbour vato D.Favſtus, whom hg pers 
ceined that many Students had their recourſe in and ont vnto D. Fau- 
115. be ſpſpced his euililike, wherefoze like afriend be tautited Dectoꝛ 
Fats to Supper vato his houlc, tu the which he agræd: any haning ens 
ded their bangac t. the old man beg en with theſe u 03ds: Pp loning friend 
and neighbor, D. Fauſtus, 3 am to beſitt of you a friendly and Chziſtiaa 
requeſt, beſœcling ran that pan ul vout plaſe not to be angry with me, 
but friendly reſolve me in my daa , and take my pos ze inniting in god 
part. To wham OFuſtusgnfłwered: Pp lauieg neighbour, 3 pꝛay pou 
ſa» pour iind. Then began the o Patron to ſay ; Pp god neighbour, 
vou kno inthe beg nning how that r ou he ue d: fee God, t all the hoaſt 
ot he auen. and giuen your ſqule to (de Ocuill, where with yon have in» 
curred Geds high diſpleaſure, and are become from a Chziſtian, karre 
wozſe than a Beat'en perſen: Oh covſiter what you haue done, it is not 
onely thc pleaſure of the ody, ht that ſafifty ef the loule that pou mull 
hate reſpec buto: of tahicy if yubt cerelcile, thenare pou caft _— 
and hall remains inthoanger of the Almighty S. d. But pet it is 
enengh, O Fauſtus, ił pon tepent end call voto the £920 fo mercy, as W 
baue eratnp'£ in ths Acts of the Aycſtics, tre 8 Tusp. of Simonin ms 
ria, who wag led ent of the yoap,afMtcirang ſhat he was Simon homo Sans, 
fs.

p2omiling you as farre a5 J map to ailow pour diſ cipline:whereupon he 
foke du leaue, and veing cine home bee laidhim berp penſtus on his 
hed, bethinking himſeite of the wo2ds of khis old man, and in a manner 
began to repent that hj had giuen his (oule to the Deull, intending to de 
ny all that he had pzomilſed to Lucifer. Continting in tele cogitationg, 
ſuddenly bis Spirit appea ed vnto him. clapping him vpon the head, and 
wang it as tough hee would have pulled his head from his ſhould era, 
ſaping vnto um, Thou knoweſtFauſſ us, that thou haſt given thy ſelf/bg- 
dy and ſoule)t a mpLozd Luc iter, and ou haſt vowed thy ſelte an euemy 
to God and to all men, and now t houb eginneſt to har ken to an old doting 
fole, which perl wadeth thee as it were to good, when indted it is tao 
late, foʒ thou art the Deuils, and he biith greet power pꝛelently to fetch 
the : Whcrefoze he bath ſent me vnte thee, to tell tt, that ſceing tyhon 
haſt ſozrowed foz that which thou hal: done, begin againe, and wzite 
another wziting with thine awnc blovd, ik net, then will J teare the in 
peeces.

Doctoꝛ lohn Fauſtus, dee acknowledge by this my derd and hand- wzi⸗ 
ting, that Cnce my firſt wziting, which is ſeuentee ne per res paſt, that 
Ihaue right wilingly held, and haue becne an vtter enemp to God and 
all men, the woich J once againe confirme, and g ine fully and wholly my 
ſelfe bnto the Deuill both body and ſaule, euen vnto great Lucifer, and 
that at the end of leuen peares, enſuing efter the date he rect, he (hal haue 
to doe with me accozding as it pleaſeth him, either to lengthen oz ſhozten 
my ite, as pleafeth him: And hereupos J cenounce all prrſwaders,that 
lke to withdzaw mee from my purpoſe, bp the woꝛd of God, either 
ghoſtly oꝛ bodily. And further. J will neuer give eare to any man be he 
ſptrituail oz tempozall) that meueth anp matter ſo2 the ſalvation ofynp 
ſou'e. Of allthis wziting, and that therein contained, be wil neiſc my 
bl!oud Which with mine owne hands I haue begun and ended. Datcd at 
VVicenberg the +5. of July. | ; 
And pꝛelently vpon the making of this waiting,be became ſo great an 
enemy to the po ze old mag, that he (ought his lifs by all mcanes _—

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but this godly man was ſtroug in the holy Ghoff, that hee could not bes 
banquithed by any meanes,foz about two dapes alter that he haderhogs 
ted Fauſtus, as the pwze man lap in his bed, ſuddenly there was a mighty 
rumbling in the chamber, the which be never was wont to heare,and be 
heard as it had bene the groaning ofa Sow, which laſted long: where- 
upon the god old man began to ieſt and mocke, and ſtd; Dh what Bar- 
bartan cry is this: Dh faire bird, what foule mullcke is this: a fairs 
Angell, that coulo net tarry two daves in his place: beginneſt thonnow 
to run into a pooze mans houſe, where thou haſt no power, and wert not 
able to kepe thy ewne tio dayes - Tith theſe and ſuch like wo2dg the 
Sp rit departed. And when he came home, Fautius aſked him How hee 
had ſped with the old man ? to whom the Spirit anſwered, The old man 
was barnefſed, and that he could not ence lay hold vpon him: but hee 
would not tell how the old man had mocked him, foz the Deus. can ne- 
uer abide toheare of their fall. Thus doth Goddeſend the hearts of all 
honeſt Chziſtians that Letake themſ<lneg bnder his tuition. 


CHAP. . 
How Doctor F «rftus made a marriage betweene two [ oners, 


I N the City of Wittenberg was a Student. a gallant Gentleman, na- 
med N. N. This Gentleman was farre in lone with a Gentlewoman, 

fatre and pꝛoper ofperſonage : This Gentlewoman pad a Knight that 
wes aſuter bnto her, a many other Oentlemen the which deſtredher in 
marriage, but none could obtaine her: So it was that this N. N. wag 
very well acquainted with Fauſtus, and by that meanes became a ſuter 
vnto him to aſſiſt him in the matter, foʒ he fell lo farre in deſpaire with 
himſelfe, that he pined away to the (kin and bones. But when hee had 
opened the matter vnto Doctoz Fauſtus, he aſked counſell of his Spirit 
Mepſtoſtophiles, the which told him what to doe. Pereupon Doctoz Fave 
us went home to the Gentleman, who bad him be of god chere fog he 
would t aue his deſire, fog he would hetpe him ts that he wiſhed fog, and 
that this Gentle woman ſhould love none other but him onelp, wherefo2e 
Dodo Fauitus ſo changed the minde of the Damſell bp a pꝛ ackice hee 
wzought, that He would doe no other thing but thinks on him whom be⸗ 
foze he had hat ed, neither cared (bee fog any man but him alone. The 
device was thue, Fauſtus commanded the Gentleman ibat he ſhonld 
cloatb biunſelfe in all the beft apparel! that be had, and chat he ſheuid goe 
unto this Gentle woman, and ſhew hiniſclfe.giuing him a ring, commnans 
ding him in any wiſe that he ſhoula zaace with her befoze hee departed ; 

who following his counſ ell, went to her, and when they began to dance, 
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they that were ſuters began to take every one his Lady by the hand + 
thts Sent eman tooke her, who beloze had ſo diſzained him, and in the 
dance he put the Ring into her hand, that f 21:!t.:s had civen bim which 
(hr no o ner toucht, but ſtœ tell pꝛeſently in loue wth im Imiling at 
him in the darte, and manp time winking at dun, rolirg her eres, and 
in tus ind ſbe aſked lim it te could love ve r, and moe het his wife: Wee 
gladly an( wered, that he was tontent: wherer poathep concluded, and 
were married by tte meancs and helpe of Fauſtus, ſoʒ which the Sentle⸗ 
Wan welt rewardev hun. 


CHAP. LI. 
How Doctor F wfts led his friends into his Gar len at Chriltmatt , and 
ſhewed them niaiy itrange lights, in his 19. yecre. 


N Decem! ce, abont Ch ſtme te, in the City of M ittenberg, were 
man pavng Ccatte ren. which were come out 0: the c contrey to be 
merrp with their friends: amnengſt whom, there were certaire well ac⸗

ſoz he had ſet a huge paire of Barts hoznes vpon his tend, anz when the 
Knight now law that be had fit oppeztumity to be reuenged of Fauilus, he 
tan vpon bim and thoſe that were with him) to miſcyicfe him. intending 
pꝛiuily to lax bim ; which when Faultus ci pved, he vaniſhed away into a 
wod toat was hard bp them : but wen the Enight perceiued that he was 
awap, be cauſed his men to ſtand ſtiil, but u bere thep remained, 

they heard all manner of warlike J >raments of wuſicke, as Daums, 
Fintes, Zrumpets,and ſuch Uke,and a certatne troop of hoʒſe · men run ·

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ming towards them: then they turned another wap, and were alſo unt 
on that ſide; then another way, and pet were freſhlp aNaulted, ſs that 
which wap ſaencr they turned themſelues,he was ent ountred inſomuch 
that when tye Knight percetucd that he sowldeſcape no wap, but that " 
his enemies lap on him wiich wap ſoeuer he effercd todve, he tok aged 
heart, andran amongſt the thickeft, and thought with humlelke better to 
dys than te liue with ſo great infamy.

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and deare friends) was J inthꝛalled in that ſatanicall band, all god de · 
tres dzowned, all pitty vaniſhed, all purpoſe of amendment btiterly exi- 
leo, by the tyʒ annous thzeatnings of mp deadly enomp. But when the 
Students heard his woꝛds, they gave him counſel to doe nonght elſe but 
call vpon God, deſtring him foz the lone of his (weet Don Jeſus Chzilts 
ſake, to haue mercy bpon him, teaching him this fozme of pzaper: O 


God vemercifull vato me,pozeand m:ſerable ſinner, and enter not in - 


tudgement with me, foz no fleſh is able to ſtand befoze thee: although, O 
Tod, I muſt leaue mp unfull body vato the Deuill, being by hun delus 
ded, yet thou in mercy maiſt pꝛeſerre my ſonle. 


This tiey repeated vnto him, pet be could take no hold, but euen as 


Cain, he alſoſapd his ſinnes were greater than God was able to foz- 
gine : f.2 all his thonght was on his wziting he meant he had made it 
too filthy, in w2iting with his wne blood. The Students and the other 
that were there, when they had pꝛaved foz him, they wept, and lo went 
fozth ; but Fauſtus tarrtedinthe Ball: and wient,e Gentiemen were 
laid in bed, none of them could flæ pe, f̃aʒ that they attended to beare if 
they might be pziup of his end It happened betwene twelue and one a 
clocke at midnight, there blew a mighty ſtoʒme of winde againft the 
bouſe, as though it would haue vlowne the foundation thergef out of his 


place. Hereupon the Students began to feare, and goe ont of their beds 


comfozting one angther, but thep would not ſtirre ont of the chamber : 
and the Boſt of the houſe ran ont of do:es thinking the houſe would fall. 
The Students lap nere vnto the Hall wherein Dodo Fauſtus lav, and 
thep heard a mighty noyſs and hiCing, as if the Pall had bene full of 
Snakes and Adders: with that the Boll daze flew open, wherein D. 
Fauſtus was. that he began to cry fo2 belpe, ſapiag, Purther, murther, 
but it came fozth with halfe a vopce, hollowlyp : ſboꝛtlip after thep heard 
him no moe. But when it was dap, the Students that had taken ng 
reſt that night, aroſ. ano went into the Pall, in tbe which they left Do⸗ 
Rog Fauſtus, Where netwithſfanding thep found not Fauſtus, but all the 
Hall lap ſp2inkied with blood, bis bzatines cleaning to the wall, fo; the 
Deuill had bee ten him from one wall age inſt another: Jn one cozner lap 
his epes, in another his teth, apittifull and fearcfull ſight ts behold, 
Chen began the Students ts waile and wepe foz him, and ſought fo; 
bis body in many places: la ſtip, they came into the vard, where they 
found his body lying on the hozſe dang moſt monffroylly tozne, and 
- fearefuil to behold, foz his head and all his ioputs were valhed in paces. 
The foze- named Students and Paſtecs that were at his PR — 
obtained

obtained lo mach, that they buried hin in the village where he was ſo 


grieuoully tozmented. After the which, they returned to Wittenberg, 
and comming into the houſe of Fauſtus, they found the ſeruaat of Fauſtus 
very ſed unte whom they opened all the matter, who toke it exceeding 
heavily. Tere found they allo this biſtaʒy of Dotog Faultus noted, 
and of him wꝛitten, as is vefoze declared, all ſane only his end, the which 
was alter by th: Students thereto annered: Further, what his ſeruant 


had noted thereof was made in another bok · And pou haue heard that he 


helo by bini in his life the ſpirit of faire Helena; the which had by him 
one Donne, the which he named Tuſtus F auſtus, euen the ſame day of his 
death they baniched away, both mother and ſoane. The houſe befoze 
was (9 darke, that (carcs any bodp could abide therein. The ſame night 
Doctoz Fauitus red buto his ſernant line ly, and hewed vnto him 
mau ſecret things, the which be had done, and hidden in his life time. 
Like wiſe there wert cer taine which ſaw Dade; Fauſtus loke out of the 
window by night, as they paſſed by the houſe. 

And thus ended the whole Hiſtazy of Doctoz Fauſtus his Coniuration, 
and other acts that he dis in his life: out of the which example ererp 
Ch: tian may learne,but chiefly the ſtiffe-necked and bigh-minded may 
thereby learn to feare God, and to be careful of their bocation and to be 
at defiance with all deuilliſh wozkes,as God hath mol pzeciſely feʒbid⸗ 
den, to the end we Hould not inuite the Denill as a gueſt, noz gine him 
place, as that wicked Fauſtus hath dene: fo here wee baue a fearefnll 
example of his wziting,pzomiſe, and end, that we map rememiet him: 
that we goe not aſtray, but take God alwayes befoze our eyes, to call 
alone vpon him, and to honour him all the dayes of our life, with heart 
nnd beaxty pꝛayer, and with all our ſtrength and ſoule to glo 2ifte bis holy 
Name, defying the Devil! and all bis wo2zks, to the end wee may 

remaine with Chzil in all endleſſe top: Amen, Amen: 
that wilh J vnts every Ch2iftian heart, and Gods 
| Name gy gloziked, 
| Men. 
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
